Fleet Concentration 
Schedule Announced 


GHIPS of the United States Fleet 
basing along the Atlantic will com- 
mence leaving the East Coast for the 
annual Fleet concentration and maneu- 
vers shortly after the New Year, ac- 
cording to operating schedules for the 
first six months of 1932, announced by 
the Navy Department this week. 
Units of the Scouting Force will sail 
under command of Vice Adm. Arthur 
L. Willard, USN, from home ports on 
the east coast Jan. 4 to 9 for Guanta- 
namo Bay, Cuba, where the Scouting 
Force will carry on gunnery exercises. 
Aircraft, Scouting Force, commanded 
by Capt. George W. Steele, USN, will 
sail from Guantanamo Bay on Jan. 25, 
and after a short liberty period at 
Kingston, Jamaica, will proceed via the 
Panama Canal to San Diego, arriving 
at the latter port Feb. 19. Cruisers, 
Scouting Force, commanded by Vice 
Adm. Wm. H. Standley, USN, and De- 
stroyers, Scouting Force, commanded 
by Rear Adm. Wm. D. Leahy, USN, 
will leave Guantanamo Bay Feb. 19, 
arrive at the Panama Canal Feb. 22, 
and in the San Pedro-San Diego area 
Mar. 8. Here all units of the Scout- 
ing Force will assemble for the com- 
mencement of Fleet Problem XIII. 
The Battle Force, under command 
of Adm. Richard H. Leigh, USN, will 
sail from the San Pedro-San Diego 
area Feb. 1 for Hawaii to engage in 
Grand Joint Exercise Number Four. 
In company with the Battle Force will 
be the USS Pennsylvania, flagship of 
Adm. Frank H. Schofield, USN, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, United States Fleet. 
Grand Joint Exercisce Number Four, 
to be held off Hawaii, will involve the 
Battle Force, under command of Ad- 
miral Leigh, which will be opposed to 
Army and Navy Forces at Hawaii un- 
der command of Maj. Gen. Briant H. 
Wells, USA, the Commanding General, 
Hawaiian Department, USA. 
The joint exercise is scheduled to be 
completed Feb. 11, at which time all 


units of the Battle Force will anchor |

Text of Bill 

To increase the efficiency of the Air 
Corps. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That the Secretary of War 
shall cause to be prepared an Air 
Corps promotion list on which shall be 
placed the names of all officers of the 
Air Corps of the Regular Army below 
the grade of colonel. The names on 
this list shall be arranged in the same 
relative order that they now have on 
the Army promotion list and shall be 
removed from the Army promotion 
list, and no officer whose name ap- 
pears on the original Air Corps pro- 
motion list shall be considered as hav- 
ing less commissioned service than any 
officer whose name is below his on

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| LaFollette Proposes 
Public Works Group 


HE “Administration of Publie 

Works,” as recommended by Presi- 
dent Hoover in his annual message, 
with its threat to the future of the 
Corps of Army Engineers, was started 
on its legislative path this veek by 
Senator Robert M. LaFollette, jr., of 
Wisconsin. 

The draft of the bill (S. 2419), as 
introduced by the Progressive Repub- 
licans, contains all the vicious thrusts 
at the training program of the Corps 
of Engineers feared by those whose ap- 
prehension was aroused ly the origi- 
nal recommendations of ihe President. 
It takes from the Corps cf Engineers 
and the Secretary of War all the au- 
thority, powers and duties in connec. 
tion with river and harp ir work and 
other engineer functious of a civil na- 
ture, and it provides for detailing en- 
gineer officers to temporary duty 
with the administration “with the con- 
sent and approval of the Adininistra- 
tor of Public Works” (thus virtuaily 
assuring the ultimate abandonment of

Press Considers Navy League's Second Bulletin From Many Viewpoints 





HE riposte of the Navy League, 


lights. Some editors were inclined to minimize the statements of Mr. Gardiner; 


many of them regarded the renewed attack in the light of analysis, attempting 


to foretell what its results would be, rather than to take sides on the matter. 


“THE report to Congress by Secretary Adams, of the Navy Department, is 

significant, not to say extraordinary, because of its virtual endorsement 
of the charge made by the Navy League that the administration has starved the 
naval establishment and lowered its efficiency,” states the Jackson, Miss., News 
(Democratic). “Many of the most experienced and farseeing naval officers, 
Secretary Adams asserts, feel that ‘amounts reasonably in excess of those being 
annually appropriated can be used advantageously—in fact, are essential to 
provide adequately for the Navy’s minimum requirements within treaty limits.’ ” 


“@Q)NE of the most amusing incidents of the recent exchange of hot shot be- 

tween President Hoover and President Gardiner, of the Navy League, was 
that while Mr. Hoover was flaying the Big-Navy advocates, Secretary of the 
Navy Adams was lampooning pacifists,” says the Brooklyn, N. Y., Eagle (Inde- 
pendent Democratic). 

“On its face, this would seem to indicate a serious difference between the 
President and his secretary. Just how far apart they are in actual figures is 
not clear, but it may be taken for granted that the Adams report will be seized 
upon by the Navy Leaguers and theeir supporters in Congress and will add to 
the President’s troubles.” 


“NOTHING pleases William Howard Gardiner more than to be called ‘Ad 

miral’,” states the Rochester, N. Y., Times Union (Independent). “He 
revels in the euphony of the title when applied to himself. He smiles and over- 
looks the faults of persons who bring him such homage. 

“But Mr. Gardiner never had anything to do with a warship. His ship is 
the Navy League, of which he is president. And while it is a civilian organiza- 
tion, whose membership includes many men who do not know the first thing 
about a battleship, he has from the League’s deck * * * fired his second broad- 
side at President Hoover.” 


“NAVAL affairs are coming more and more prominently into the limelight,” 

says the Lawrence, Mass., Telegram (Republican). “The sparring match 
between the Navy League, through President Gardiner, and President Hoover 
has developed into a battle royal with Chairman Hale, of the Senate Affairs 
Committee, and Adimarl Upham, chief of the Bureau of Navigation, with sev- 
eral other members of Congress and the Navy Department on one side, and 
President Hoover on the other.” 


“IN SPEAKING of President Hoover’s message to Congress, the Sioux City, 

Iowa, Jéurnal (Independent), says: “President Hoover defended his naval 
pelicy—and in this defense some may see a rebuke for the Navy League—by 
emphasizing that, since other nations were not building up to treaty terms and 
since also another disarmament conference was in the offing, it was unwise for 
the United States to spend vast amounts on a defense equipment that would not 


be required.”

“PRESIDENT HOOVER’S hand-picked investigation of the Navy situation 

only irritated the Navy Leaguers to more outbursts of indignation,” claims 
the La Port, Ind., Herald-Argus (Independent). “William Gardiner, president 
of the League, thinks Congress should investigate the state of our Navy, as the 
President apparently lacks ‘personal un@erstanding of naval matters.’ One of 
the prospects which burns brightest on the congressional horizon is that of an 
investigation such as Gardiner suggests, that is, if the so-called big Navy group 
gets its way. During the past several sessions this group has received rather 
the worst of it, as the friends of Army and Navy reduction have been able to 
make substantial gains. The Navy League’s outbursts against the President 
have given the big Navy advocates new hope. 

“Whether one favors naval construction or reduction, the nation is entitled 
to the facts here, if it is possible to get them. The President has stated plainly 
why he wants naval expenditures reduced. His error, it seems, was in naming 
the group he did to make an investigation, the outcome of which was foreseen 
from the moment he did the selecting. This has given the professional patriots 
and groups interested in naval expenditures an excellent opportunity for en- 
larging the importance of their contentions.” 


“W¥7/ILLIAM HOWARD GARDINER, president of the Navy League, seems de- 

termined to continue his bitter campaign against President Hoover’s naval 
policies,” avers the Kalamazoo, Mich., Gazette (Independent.) “In a new § 
broadside Mr. Gardiner again refers to the President’s proposal for immunizing 
sea-borne food supplies from attack in time of war, terming it the ‘ill-advised 
nostrum’ of a layman, and effectively reiterates his charge of ‘abysmal ig. 
norance.’ He wants a thorough inquiry into the whole naval defense situation. 

“It must be admitted that the Navy League’s president has chosen a 
strategic time to launch this second offensive. Congress is just swinging into 
action and there are a number of ‘big Navy’ enthusiasts in both houses who will 
no doubt be glad to push warship construction bills with all the influence at 
their command. Yet it may be hoped that the great majority of our lawmakers 
will continue to regard this whole naval problem in the calm light of reason, 
The picture of a defenseless America, with which ‘big Navy’ advocates habitually 
seek tc frighten their countrymen, need not be accepted as an authentic photo- 
graph of things as they are.” 


“{4NOINCIDENT with the assembling of Congress, the Navy League issues 

another bulletin in which it assails the report of the committee named by 
President Hoover to report on the League’s charges and by inclusion the Presi- 
dent also,” says the Jamestown, N. Y., Post (Independent Republican). “An 
investigation of the matter by Congress is asked. Evidently, the League takes 
itself seriously and feels that the safety of the nation lies in its keeping. By 
implication the demand is made for building the fleet up to the limit of the 
London Treaty. 

“Since the League has elected to continue the controversy, it may be well 
that it is so. It will serve ultimately to bring clearly to the country what ex- 
penditure would be involved, notwithstanding the financial condition of the 
Treasury. More warships would not bring in a cent of revenue. Nor would 
they do anything toward removing the business depression. The relief to un- 
employment, which a wide scale naval building programme would provide, would

the Air Corps after the formation of 
the original Air Corps promotion list 
shall be placed thereon in accord with 
length of commissioned service. Any 
officer whose position on the Air Corps 
promotion list is changed by sentence 
of a general court-martial or by law 
shall be deemed to have the same com- 
missioned service as the officer next 
below whom he may be placed by such 
change. 

Sec. 2. Except as herein provided, 
Air Corps flying officers shall be pro- 
moted to the grade of first lieutenant 
when ‘credited with three years’ com- 
missioned service; to the grade of cap- 
tain when credited with seven years’ 
commissioned service; to the grade of 
major when credited with twelve years’ 
commissioned service; to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel when credited with 
twenty years’ commissioned service; to 
the grade of colonel when credited with 
twenty-six years’ commissioned serv- 
ice. All flying officers of the Air 
Corps below the grade of colonel shall 
be promoted in the order of their 
standing on the Air Corps promotion 
list: Provided, That the number of Air 
Corps officers in the grade of colonel 
shall not be less than 4 per centum nor 
more than 6 per centum and the num- 
ber in the grade of lieutenant colonel 
shail not be less than 5 per centum 
nor more than 8 per centum of the to- 
tal number of officers on the Air Corps 
promotion list, and the aggregate num- 
ber of Air Corps officers in the grades 
of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and ma- 
jor shall not be less than 26 per 
centum nor more than 40 per centum 
of the total number of officers on the 
Air Corps promotion list, and in so 
far as necessary to maintain said mini- 
mum percentage Air Corps flying offi- 
cers of less than the required years of 
commissioned service shall be promoted 
to the grades of colonel, lieutenant 
colonels, and major, and only in so far 
as their promotion will not cause said 
maximum percentages to be exceeded 
shall officers who have completed the 
prescribed years cf commissioned serv- 
ice be promoted to the grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major. 
Nonflying officers of the Air Corps 
shall be promoted as provided for other 
branches of the Army. 

Sec. 3. When an officer of the Air 





makes application therefor to the 
President, be retired from active serv- 
ice and placed on the retired list: 
Provided, That except in time of war, 
in computing the length of service for 
retirement credit shall be given for 
one and one-half the time heretofore 
or hereafter actually detailed to duty 
involving flying and credit shall also 
be given for all other time now count- 
ed toward retirement in the Army: 
Provided further, That the number of 
such voluntary retirements annually 
shall not exceed 6 per centum of the 
authorized strength of the Air Corps. 
When a flying officer of the Air Corps 
reaches the age of fifty-four years he 
shall, if he makes application therefor 
to the President, be retired from ac- 
tive service and placed on the retired 
list. Officers of the Air Corps who 
become physically disqualified for the 
performance of their duties as flying 
officers shall be eligible for retirement 
for physical disability. 

Sec. 4. An officer of the Air Corps 
may, upon his own request, be trans- 
ferred to another branch of the serv- 
ice, and when so transferred shall take 
rank and grade therein in accordance 
with his length of commissioned serv- 
ice as computed under existing laws 
governing the branch to which trans- 
ferred. 

Sec. 5. All laws or parts of laws, in 
so far as they may be inconsistent 
herewith or in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act, are repealed.

We feel that Miss 
Woolley will be a great addition to 
the delegation, and that the negotia- 
tions will be in competent hands.” 
The military and naval officers of 
the delegation have been studying for 
months the problems which will arise 
at Geneva. Various plans have been 





formulated, based upon what the 








Staff and the General Board. The 
senior officers are Brig. Gen. George 
S. Simonds and Rear Adm. Arthur J, 
Hepburn. 


There is little likelihood of any post 
ponement of the conference, in spite 
of reports to the contrary. Secretary 
Stimson frankly has stated that only 
limited results are to be expected, but 
any results will be hailed as a victory 
by the Administration. It is interest- 
ing to note that to force an agreement 
spokesmen for the Administration are 
publicly declaring that no further debt 
concessions will be made unless dis 
armament be agreed to; and bankers 
who have been testifying before the 
Senate and House Finance Committees 
have been examined as to the amount 
of moneys loaned by the United States 
to Europe, which have been used for 
armament purposes. Of course, it was 
impossible to establish exactly the 
proportion so employed. 


Besides the possibility of financial 
concessions in return for a disarma- 
ment agreement, it is understood the 
President will advise Europe that if 
an agreement be not reached he will 
support the construction of a London 
Treaty Navy. The sentiment in the 
Senate and House is in favor of equal 
disarmament, but to strengthen the 
President’s hands, it is expected a bill 
satisfactory to Senator Hale and Con- 
gressman Vinson will be passed at- 
thorizing specific construction design- 
ed to bring the Navy to treaty strength 
in case the conference should fail. So 
far as the Army is concerned, it does 
not expect its strength will be affect- 
ed, though there are reports that to 
bring about an agreement the Presi- 
dent would agree to a small cut. The 
question of reserves will be the major 
question in this connection, and 4 
limitation thereon is possible. The Air 
Services are greatly concerned at the 
possibility that serious conditions will 
be imposed upon its development. Any- 
thing of the kind would retard conm- 
mercial progress in this art and would 
be opposed by the Services. Europe is 
expected to urge budgetary limitation, 
but it is understood the President will 
not favor any proposal which fails to 
take into account the differences ™ 
costs and wages.

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Infantry School Classes 

HE annual Christmas holiday pe- 

riod which has interrupted the 
classes at The Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, Ga., will also bring to a ter- 
mination the courses in military his- 
tory which have been featured by the 
class room recitations of historical 
monographs prepared by the advanced 
students. The Christmas holiday pe- 
riod began at noon on Wednesday, 
Dec. 23, and will continue until Jan. 4. 

On Monday, Dec. 21, the advanced 
classes opened with a two-hour tac- 
tical map problem dealing with the 
battalion defense. This was conducted 
by Maj. Frederic McCabe. A _ two- 
hour period of military history under 
the direction of Maj. Edwin F. Hard- 
ing followed. In the afternoon Maj. 
Thomas G. Hearn conducted a three- 
hour marked map problem which will 
deal with a troop movement. 

On Tuesday the first class was con- 
ducted by Maj. Archibald V. Arnold 
who held a conference on the tactics 
of field artillery in defense. Capt. 
Francis G. Bonham then supervised 
a map problem dealing with a ma- 
chine gun company in defense. A 
second map problem dealing. with a 
rifle company in defense was conduct- 
ed by Capt. Henry J. Matchett. Reci- 
tation of historical monographs occu- 
pied the remainder of the day. 

A conference on the tactics of field 
artillery in defense combined with a 
map problem will open Wednesday’s 
classes. Both the map problem and 
the conference were supervised by 
Major Arnold, field artillery instruc- 
tor. A period of military history 
through the medium of monographs 
followed, and a conference on the tac- 
tics of security, conducted by Maj. 
William F. Lée, concluded the day’s 
classes. 

Practical work with machine guns 
predominates in the schedule arranged 
for the company officers. On Monday 
morning record firing on the 100-feet 
range was held under the direction of 
Capt. Hugh McEvans, and in the aft- 
ernoon a study of machine gun in- 
struments was held by Capt. Russell 
B. Reynolds. 

On Tuesday all morning was de- 
voted to further study of machine 
gun instruments, and the entire aft- 
ernoon was given to practical work 
and a graded test in radio code prac- 
tice, and the operation of field tele- 
phones. This instruction was con- 
ducted by Lt.’ Julian E. Raymond and 
Capt. James H. Drake. 

A conference on machine gun 
marksmanship and a graded test on 
the same subject occupied the com- 
pany officers on Wednesday. 

_The monograph schedule was re- 
vised in order to complete all the 
recitations in military history before 
the holiday period begins. On Mon- 
day the general plan and the orders 
and preparations of the American 
forces for the Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive were discussed by four officers, 
Capt. Joseph C. Addington, Capt. 
James F. Strain, Capt. Ernest C. Ad- 
kins and Capt. Philip W. Ricamore. 

On Tuesday two officers related 
their personal experiences in the 
- Meuse-Argonne. Capt. Edward J. 
Renth told of his battle experiences 
while serving as a platoon commander 
of Co. H, 132nd Infantry, and Capt. 
John E. Hull described his experiences 
as a company commander of the 58th 
Infantry. 

Capt. William F. Rehm, who served 
as a commander of Co. K, 59th In- 
fantry, told of his personal - experi- 
ences during the second phase of the 
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Meuse-Argonne offensive... Maj. Terry 
de la M. Allen described his expe- 
riences as a battalion commander dur- 
ing the operations of the 358th In- 
fantry during the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive from Oct. 21 to Nov. 8, and 
Capt. Guy L. Hartman related his ex- 
periences as a battalion commander 
of the 6th Infantry during the cross- 
ing of the Meuse River, Nov. 3 to 6, 
1918. 

The penetration of a defensive po- 
sition was the topic discussed by 
Capt. Talley D. Joiner and Carleton 
Smith. 

On Wednesday the discussion of the 
penetration of a defensive position 
was concluded by Capt. Carl M. Ul- 
saker. 

Capt. George J. Forster, the last

Delay Appointment 


ONSIDERABLE wonder has been 
aroused at the delay in naming an 
Assistant Chief of the Air Corps to 
take the place of Maj.

James E. Fechet on the expirement of 
the latter’s term of office on Dec. 20. 
It is generally customary for suc- 
cessors to offices to be named prior to 
the expirement of the term of the in- 
cumbent, but for some reason this has 
failed to take place in this case.

Philippine Scouts 

Funds were provided sufficient for 
an average strength of 6,45 enlisted 
men in the Philippine Scouts for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1931. Al- 
though the actual strength of the 
Philippine Scouts at the close of the 
year,was 78 officers and 6,433 enlisted 
men, the strength of the Philippine 
Scouts organizations was augmented 
by the assignment thereto of 257 offi- 
cers and 63 enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

Army Troops in China 

On June 30, 1931, the United States 
Army troops in China consisted of 58 
commissioned officers, 2 warrant of- 
ficers and 948 enlisted men, a total of 
1,008. 

Engineers in Nicaragua 

The provisional battalion of Engi- 
neer troops sent to Nicaragua during 
the latter part of 1929 to engage in 
the work of making preliminary sur- 
veys of the proposed Nicaragua Canal, 
continued their duties during the en- 
tire fiscal year 1931. 

Orders were issued under the date 
of April 17, 1931, for the withdrawal 
of these troops, the transfer to be ef- 
fective during July, 1931. One offi- 
cer and one enlisted man are to remain 
in Nicaragua to continue the work of 
collecting hydrographic and meteoro- 
logical data for use in the solution of 
hydraulic problems conected with the 
proposed canal. 

The Military Academy 

On June 30, 1930, there were 926 
cadets on the rolls of the United States 
Military Academy, including 4 foreign- 
ers (2 from Siam, 1 from China, and 
1 from Venezuela), and 3 Filipinos. 
Between that date and June 30, 1931, 
the end of the fiscal year covered by 
this report, 316 new cadets including 
3 foreigners (1 from Colombia, 1 from

Ecuador, and 1 from Panama), and 1 
Filipino were admitted; 23 former ca- 
dets were readmitted under the act of 
Congress approved August 11, 1916; 
1 former cadet was readmitted under 
the provisions of Section 1325, Revised 
Statutes, making a total enrollment 
during the year of 1,266 cadets. Dur- 
ing the same period 3 cadets were dis- 
charged for physical disability; 57 
were discharged because of deficiency 
in studies; 1 resigned and 297 (includ- 
ing 2 Filipinos) were graduated. 
There was a total of 893 cadets (in- 
cluding 2 Filipinos and 7 foreigners) 

on the rolls as of June 30, 1931. 

The annual entrance examination of 
candidates for admission to the Mili- 
tary Academy on July 1, 1931, was 
held at various military posts begin- 
ning March 3, 1931. An unusually 
large number of candidates, a total of 
1,088, was designated, of whom 312 
were found qualified and entitled to 
admission and accepted appointment. 

Following the regular entrance ex- 
amination in March, 159 candidates 
were designated to qualify mentally by 
submitting educational certificates 
either to be approved unconditionally 
or to be supplemented by validating 
examination. As a result 38 such can- 
didates qualified for entrance to the 
Academy, making a total of 350 new 
cadets to be assigned to the class en- 
tering the Academy on July 1. 

The wisdom of the practice adopted 
several years ago of admitting to the 
Academy none but candidates who 
meet the physical requirements was 
again demonstrated this year, it hav- 
ing been found necessary to discharge 
but 3 cadets because of physical dis- 
ability. The reports of the physical 
examination of the members of the 
corps of cadets disclose a very satis- 
factory condition. 


Foreign Officers 

During the fiscal year 32 officers 
from foreign armies and navies were 
detailed at Army posts or attending 
Army service schools as follows: Air 
Corps, 10; Command and General Staff 
School, 2; Field Artillery, 1; Cavalry, 
4; Infantry, 3; Ordnance, 2; Medical 
Corps, 1; and tactical units, 9. The 
countries represented and the number 
from each were: Argentina, 1; China, 
8; Cuba, 13; Ecuador, 1; Guatemala, 
8; Germany, 2; Japan, 4; Mexico, 1; 
Siam, 3; and Sweden, 1. 


Retired Officers 

On June 30, 1930, there were 2,477 
commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army on the Retired List, including 
those of Philippine Scouts. During 
the fiscal year, 176 officers were 
placed on that list and 75 died, mak- 
ing a total of 2,578 officers on the list 
on June 30, 1931. 


Recruiting for Regular Army 


The act of Congress making appro- 
priations for the pay of the Regular 
Army for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1931, provided for an average en- 
listed strength of 118,750, exclusive of 
the Philippine Scouts. A strength of 
6,445 was provided for the Philippine 
Scouts, which strength was maintained 
without appreciable variation. 

Applicants for enlistment were so 
numerous that it was necessary to op- 
erate under limiting restrictions dur- 
ing almost the entire year, although 
at no time was recruiting entirely sus- 
pended. Recruiting personnel were 
enabled to discourage the uneconomical 
one year enlistments to such an ex- 
tent that but 72 of these were accept- 
ed, as against 538 during the preced- 
ing year. In addition there was a 
slight increase in the percentage of 
re-enlistments, 80.3 per cent of those 
eligible re-entering the service. Pre- 
Cautions were adopted to keep the en- 
listed strength within the bounds set 
by available funds. Greater care was 
exercised in the selection of recruits 
and constant effort was directed to- 
ward the securing of only the best ma- 
terial. Men applying for original en- 
listment were required to furnish let- 
ters of recommendation as to charac- 
ter, and intelligence tests were applied 
to all such applicants, resulting in the 
rejection of many who were unsuited 
for military service. Interest in the 
Army flying schools continued un- 
abated, the number of applications for 
enlistment as flying cadets being far 
in excess of the number that could be 
trained. 

Motion Picture Service 


The operativa of the Army Motion 
Picture Service contiaued throughout 
the year on a_ satisfactory basis. 
Talking motion picture equipment was 








installed in 27 War Department the- 
aters, bringing the total of theaters so 
equipped to 74. The class of machin- 
ery purchased was such as to insure 
excellence in performance, and many 
letters of commendation have been re- 
ceived from post commanders and 
others. 

Entertainment of a high order is 
consistently furnished, the entire film 
output of all producers being at the 
disposal of the service. Altogether 
15,165 complete programs were. sched- 
uled for showing during the year, the 
total attendance having beer 4,421,173, 
an increase of more than 700,000 over 
the preceding year. The motion pic- 
ture service also provides facilities for 
the presentation of motion pictures on 
Army transports, 534 such programs 
having been shown during the year. 


Military Decorations 

Pursuant to an act of Congress ap- 
proved May 26, 1928 (45 Stat. L., pt. 1, 
744), which provided that all recom- 
mendations for decorations of the 
United States that were pending be- 
fore the War Department be consid- 
ered and awards made in deserving 
cases, the records of approximately 
2,000 individuals were examined dur- 
ing the fiscal year, and 385 cases in 
which recommendations were pending 
were referred to a board of awards in 
this office. As a result of this proce- 
dure a number of additional distin- 
guished-service crosses and silver star 
citations were awarded for acts per- 
formed during the World War period. 


Congressional Medal of Honor. No 
awards of the Congressional medal 
of honor were made during the year. 
The total number of awards of this 
decoration, therefore, remains at 1,823, 
which figure includes the six med- 
als bestowed on unknown, unidenti- 
fied soldiers, and one conferred upon 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh by special 
act of Congress. 

Distinguished-service cross. Of this 
decoration 24 awards were made, in- 
cluding one oak-leaf cluster, for acts 
of heroism performed in the World 
War. The total is 6,334 including 118 
oak-leaf clusters. 

Distinguished-service medals. Of 
this medal 5 were awarded during 
the year to holders of the certificate 
of merit, bringing to 246 (including 
2 cak-leaf clusters) the total number 
of awards of these decorations to re- 
place such certificates. The grand 
total of awards of this decoration to 
the end of the fiscal year is 2,162, 
including 4 oak-leaf clusters. 


The Soldier’s medal. Under the pro- 
visions of an act of Congress ap- 
proved July 2, 1926 (44 Stat. L., pt 2, 
780), 15-awards of this decoration 
were made during the fiscal year, 
bringing the total to 44. The design 
of this decoration was approved by the 
War Department on October 31, 1930, 
upon recommendation of the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts. Steps have been 
taken for the formal presentation of 
the medal to all who have been 
awarded the decoration. 

Distinguished-flying cross. Under 
the provisions of the act of Congress 
of July 2, 1926, 8 awards of this dec- 
oration were made during the year, 
bringing the total to 55, including two 
oak-leaf clusters, 

Silver-star citations. During the 
year 2 silver-star citations were 
awarded in War Department general 
orders for gallantry in action prior to 
the World War bringing the total of 
such awads to 1,123 in the cases of 
946 individuals, and 26 were awarded 
for gallantry in action during the 
World War. Statistics relating to 
this award are constantly undergoing 
revision as some of the prior awards 
are canceled from time to time, be- 
cause of the award of a higher dec- 
oration for the same act of gallantry. 
The correct number of such citations 
as of June 30, 1931, for gallantry in 
action in the World War was 805 in 
the cases of 780 individuals. 





Appoint Aide 


IRST LT. ALEXANDER GEORGE, 
Cav., polo star of the Governors 
Island Army four, was announced as 
aide de camp to Brig. Gen. Lucius R: 
Holbrook, commanding general of the 
First Division, in orders made public 
at Ft. Hamilton, Brooklyn, N. Y. ' 
Lieutenant George, who succeeds Lt. 
Stanley M. Prouty, detailed as aide de 
camp to Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, at 
Ft. Hayes, Ohio, entered the U. S. Mil- 
itary Academy in 1918, and while at 
West Point was a quarterback on the 
Army eleven, at the time weighing only 
123 pounds. He was born in Scotland, 
May 18, 1897. 





Combine Army Bills 


T the request of the War Depart- 
ment, Senator. Reed, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, introduced: a bill on Dec. 22 “To 
regulate the conduct and administration 
of Military arsenals, Air Corps depots, 
and other War Department activities 
and property, and for other purposes.” 
he measure is composed of ten sec- 
tions representing virtually as many 
Army activities. The bill consolidates 
the purposes of a number of different 
bills which were introduced in the pre- 
vious Congress, but which failed of 
Passage, and includes a number of new 
legislative objectives. 

Of particular interest is one section 
which would authorize the Army to 
utilize its facilities at Wright Field in 
the testing of aircraft and aircraft ac- 
cessories for other Government depart- 
ments and for private manufacturers. 
In this manner the Air Corps would be 
greatly aided in keeping abreast of all 
aeronautical developments in this coun- 
try and particularly in studying the 
feasibility of adopting them to mili- 
tary uses. 

The purposes of the proposed bill, as 
explained by the War Department in a 
letter accompanying the draft of the 
bill to Congress, are as follows: 

Property Upkeep 

Section 1. This section would author- 
izeize the maintenance and upkeep of 
Government property leased to private 
nterests from the rentals thereof. It 
is identical with the bill S. 4108, 71st 
Gongress, which passed the Senate and 
was favorably reported by the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

Loan of Equipment 

Section 2. The purpose of this sec- 
tion is to authorize the loan of aero- 
nautical equipment for purposes of re- 
search and experimentation. It is iden- 
tical with the bill HR. 1420, 71st Con- 
gress, which passed the House. 

Testing Aircraft 

Section 3. The purpose of this section 
is to extend the facilities of the Army 
Air Corps to commercial manufactur- 
ers, without expense to the Government, 
for experimentation or test of aircraft, 
aircraft parts or accessories. In its 
material division at Wright Field, Ohio, 
the Army Air Corps possesses the most 
complete laboratories for testing air- 
craft and aircraft equipment in the 
United States. It is not duplicated in 
any other governmental agency. This 
plant is available for conducting tests 
for other Government agencies, such 
as the Navy, Department of Commerce, 
and National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics, and it is believed that it 
should be further utilized for manu- 
facturers. By so doing the Air Corps 
will be afforded an opportunity to pro- 
mote and maintain contact with the en- 
tire aircraft industry. New develop- 
ments would, in this manner, be brought 
to the attention of the Air Corps at 
first hand and a direct opportunity af- 
forded to consider their possible value 
from the military standpoint. Infor- 
mation as to the character of the work 
f various aircraft manufacturers would 
thus be obtained which would be valua- 
ble in formulating plans for procure- 
ment in time of emergency. No cost to 
the Government is entailed, as the sec- 
tion contains a provision for the reim- 
bursement for expenses involved by the 
parties for whom such tests are made. 
It is believed that such a provision of 
law would result in mutual advantage 
of the Government and the manufac- 
turer. 

Private Memorials 

Section 4. The purpose of this sec- 
tion is to provide for the care of pri- 
vate battlefield memorials in Europe. 
It is identical with the bill HR. 4290, 
7ist Congress, which passed the House. 

Sale of “Merritt” . 

Section 5. The purpose of this sec- 
tion is to authorize the Secretary of 
War to dispose of the Army transport 
“Merritt.” Under existing law (Act 
of March 2, 1905, 33 Stat. 837) “no 
steamships in the transport service of 
the United States shall be sold or dis- 
posed of without the consent of Con- 
gress having been first had or ob- 
tained.” A bill (HR. 7504-S. 2436) 
was introduced in the 71st Congress at 
the request of the War Department to 
authorize the Secretary of War to dis- 
pose of this vessel, but no. action was 
taken thereon in either house. The 
“Merritt” has a gross tonnage of only 
2,898 tons. It was built for the War 
Department in 1912 at a cost of $317,- 
900. It was designed, and has been 
used almost exclusively for inter-island 
service in the Philippines. The War 
Jepartment has no further need for this 
vessel in the Philippines. It is too 
small for service on the Atlantic or 
Pacific coasts. It has been maintained 
in an out-of-commission status for 


some time at an expense of approxi- 









mately $900 a month. It is believed to 
be for the best interests of the Gov- 
ernment to dispose of this vessel as 
soon as possible. 


Use of Materiel 


identical in purpose and effect with 
the provisions of this section, but ap- 
plicable only to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. (Authorization to use material 
procured under any appropriation and 
to replace the same in kind or other- 
wise.) The purpose of this section is 
to extend the application of that law 
to all supply branches of the Army. 

Section 7. As in the preceding sec- 
tion, there is existing law upon this 
subject applicable only to the Ordnance 
Department (authorization to charge 
any indirect or general reference for 
labor or material against appropria- 
tion authorizing operations in such 
manner as is most economical and 
efficient). It is desired to extend its 
application to all supply branches of 
the Army. 

Benefit of Inventions 

Section 8. The purpose of this sec- 
tion is to enable the general public to 
receive the benefit of inventions, pat- 
ents for which are owned by the Gov- 
ernment. The Government, of course, 
produces only a supply sufficient for its 
own requirements. If there were au- 
thority of law for the issue of an ex- 
clusive license for the manufacture of 
articles under a government-owned pat- 
ent, private industries would be war- 
ranted in setting up plants for their 
general production, thus extending to 
the public a benefit not now available, 
and at the same time providing facili- 
ties for increased production for use 
of the government in case of emer- 
gency. 

Section 9. By the Act of May 29, 
1928, a number of statutory provisions 
requiring reports to Congress pertain- 
ing to war-time activities are repealed. 
Through an inadvertence the report re- 
ferred to in this section (report on 
sales of war property) was not in- 
cluded among those enumerated in the 
act of May 29, 1928, to be discontinued. 
As the law. authorizing these sales is 


sity for such reports, and the provision 
of the statute requiring them should 
be repealed. 
Confidential Matters 

Section 10. Certain material, appa- 
ratus, and equipment used by the Army 
and Navy is of such a nature that, in 
the interests of the public service, it 
should be kept secret. Under existing 
law it is impossible to procure such 
materials, except by government man- 
ufacture, without disclosing their secret 
nature, because of the necessity for 
advertising and the publication of 
specifications, etc. A measure, of sub- 
stantially the same effect as the one 
here proposed, was passed by the Sen- 
ate in the 69th Congress, but for one 
reason or another the proposition has 
not been acted into law. The War and 
Navy Departments both feel that the 
matter is urgent and merits favorable 
action by Congress. 

No additional expense to the govern- 
ment is involved in any of the provi- 
sions of the bill. 


Military Cross and Medal 

HE creation of a Military. Cross 

and a Military Medal is  pro- 
posed in an amendatory bill (HR 5074) 
introduced by Representative Doug- 
las, of Arizona. It is proposed that 
the military cross be awarded to all 
persons eligible to receive the silver 
star for gallantry, and that the mili- 
tary medal be awarded to the persons 
cited for meritorious service be en- 
titled to the military medal. 
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New Steel for Warships 


A PLEA for steel manufacturers of 

the United States to develop 
armor plate of greater tensile strength 
and capable of being satisfactorily 
welded, was made by Rear Adm. 
George H. Rock, Chief Constructor of 
the Navy, in a paper presented to the 
Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers at their recent an- 
nual meeting in New York City. 

Due to the limitations placed upon 
the size of warships by the Washing- 
ton and London Naval Treaties, Ad- 
miral Rock states, there is need for 
stronger steels in order to obtain the 
same strength with reduced weight in 
hulls. For the same reason, he states, 
a steel which could be electrically 
welded without cracking, is necessary. 

Admiral Rock’s remarks regarding 
the Navy’s need for steel follows: 

Steel is, of course, the most im- 
portant of the shipbuilding materials. 
The beginning of its use in place of 
iron took place within the memory of 
some of us. The bulk of the struc- 
tural steel used in the construction of 
naval vessels is the standard medium 
steel having minimum tensile strength 
of 60,000 pounds and minimum elon- 
gation of 25 per cent. The character- 
istics of the material have remained 
the same for a period of 30 years or 
more, and little improvement has been 
made, probably through lack of de- 
mand on the part of consumers for 
such improvement. Use is made also 
in naval vessels for strength members 
of so-called high tensile steel having 
minimum tensile strength of 80,000 
pounds and minimum elongation of 
20 per cent. This is a silicon steel, 
but unfortunately does not lend it- 
self to being welded. Efforts have 
been made recently, so far without 
success, by several steel makers, to 
develop a manganese steel having the 
same characteristics as the high ten- 
sile steel but with greater weldability. 
Use is made of manganese steel high 
tensile rivets, which show better work- 
ing characteristics than the nickel 
steel rivets previously used in high 
tensile structural steel. 

Two principle causes have brought 
about the present demand for im- 
proved characteristics for steel plates 
and shapes for naval _ shipbuilding. 
These are the increasing use of weld- 
ing and the desire for stronger steels 
in order to obtain the same strength 
with reduced weight in the hulls. The 
demand for higher strength structural 
steel has become more urgent because 
of the limits placed upon the displace- 
ment of warships by the Washington 
and London Treaties, which make it 
more desirable than ever before to 
save weight wherever it may be pos- 
sible to do so in the construction of a 
warship, in order that this weight in 
a vessel of limited displacement may 
be made available for military fea- 
tures and characteristics. Obviously, 
if a steel of greater strength can be 
substituted for one of lesser strength, 
the weight of the structure can be re- 
duced. There is, nevertheless, a point 
which makes the problem more com- 
plicated than it at first appears. In 
the ship the stresses in the structure 
are compressive as well as tensile, and 
the ideal stronger steel would be one 
with higher modulus of elasticity which 
could withstand increased compressive 
stresses as well as increased tensile 
stresses. In general, this presents a 
problem harder than that for a steel 
with purely increased tensile strength. 

It appears that, without too great 
demands upon the steel makers, it 
should be possible to develop a steel 
of the following characteristics. Such 
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a steel would be of great value to the 
Navy. The’ characteristics given 
should be those in the “as rolled” con- 
dition, without special heat treatment. 
Proportional limit (permanent set 
.004” in 8 inches)—40,000 Ibs. per 
sq. in. minimum. 
Ultimate tensile strength—88,000 
lbs. per sq. in. minimum. 
Yield point (drop of beam)—55,- 
000 lbs. per sq. in. minimum. 
Elongation in 8”—15 per cent to 20 
per cent, depending on thickness. 
Cold bend test—180 degree around 
pin 2% x thickness of material. 


Moreover, and this is of great im- 
portance, this steel should be capable 
of being fabricated, and, in particular, 
of being electric welded under normal 
shipbuilding conditions without the de- 
velopment of objectionable character- 
istics such as air hardening and inter- 
nal and external cracking. The steel 
should naturally also permit ordinary 
treatment in a shipyard which may 
include the application of heat in mi- 
nor forming. 

It is possible that the foreign steel 
makers are producing steel having 
satisfactory weldability and _ tensile 
strength approximately as set forth 
above. 

The increasing use of welding will 
undoubtedly bring about a reduction in 
the amount of shapes required, as 
plates will be connected together by 
welding instead of by shapes and 
riveting, and the time has already 
come when special shapes are being 
sought to facilitate the attachment of 
the different parts of the ship’s struc- 
ture by welding. In general these 
special shapes will be simpler in their 
conformation than those used for con- 
necting structures by riveting. 

The history of the development of 
the present high ballistic property 
armor plate from the wrought iron 
bars ‘and plates used originally for 
armor, is one of the ship designer 
continually urging steel manufac- 
turers for improvement in ballistic 
properties. Due to the provision of 
the Washington Treaty on the limita- 
tion of armament which suspended 
for the present the further construc- 
tion of battleships, little or no heavy 
armor plate has been manufactured 
in this country since the date of the 
Treaty. However, great use is made 
of the so-called special treatment steel 
for deck protection and for light side 
armor and turret armor on the 10,000- 
ton light cruisers. This steel is a 
nickel alloy steel with high yield point 
of 105,000 pounds and tensile strength 
as high as 120,000 pounds. Due to the 
limitation of maximum displacement, 
there is urgent need to secure the 
maximum protection possible from the 
weight available for protection under 
the Treaty limitations. Also, there is 
need for increased deck protection 
against high angle gun fire and 
against bombing attacks from air- 
planes. For this reason improved 
ballistics properties are even more 
than ever in demand. 

Due to the danger from machine- 
gun attack by aircraft on personnel in 
exposed spotting and fire and ship 
control locations, there is increasing 
demand for light weight bullet-proof 
steel that will stop rifle or machine- 
gun projectiles. It is about 15 years 
since the first bullet-proof steel was 
produced for the Navy, and since then 
the manufacturers have made rapid 
improvement in its characteristics. In 
view of increasing caliber of machine 
guns it is probable that heavier thick- 
nesses of this material will be em- 
ployed in the future.

Naval Policy on Theft 


i a A letter to the naval service this 

week, the Secretary of the Navy de- 
clares that “a sharp distinction” should 
be drawn “between theft and petty pil- 
fering committed in the nature of boy- 
ish pranks,” in deciding whether to 
order a summary court martial for a 
man accused of stealing. 


“To brand a minor for life as a 
thief, with a bad conduct discharge, for 
such an offense, for example, as an 
isolated case of abstracting a package 
of cigarettes,” Secretary Adams de- 
clares, “Is scarcely a defensible stand 
to take.” 


Offenders of this kind, the Secretary 
states, should either not be tried, or 
should be charged with “unlawful poses- 
sion” or “violation of a Ship or Station 
order” rather than the more serious 
charge of theft. 


The text of the Secretary’s letter fol- 
lows: 

“1. The Naval Digest, which dates 
back to 1894, states that a thief should 
not be retained in the Naval Service, 
This policy has been in effect since 
that date. However, several court 
martial cases have recently come to the 
attention of the Department in which 
men were charged with theft where 
other treatment of the cases would 
seem to be indicated. 

“2. To brand a minor for life as a 
thief, with a bad conduct discharge, for 
such an offense, for example, as an iso 
lated case of abstracting a package of 
cigarettes, or to discharge a man with 
ten year’s service for such an offense 
as taking a bottle of milk from the 
galley, is scarcely a defensible stand 
to take. P 

“3. The 
sires: 

“(a) That Commanding Officers do 
not bring to trial by summary court 
martial petty cases where it is evident 
that the accused is not at heart a 
thief; 

“(b) That when it is considered de- 
sirable or necessary to bring a case 
such as described in paragraph 2 to 
trial for theft, the Convening Authority 
should in addition to the formal speci- 
fication of theft, prefer an additional 
specification or specifications covering 
other offenses that may be appropriate, 
such as breaking and entering. In 
addition, a detailed letter to be filed 
with the accused’s enlistment record if 
advisable for complete comprehension 
years subsequent to the event; 

“(c) That where the circumstances 
warrant, Convening Authorities charge 
a violation of Ship or Station order, 
unlawful possession of another’s cloth- 
ing or bedding, or other appropriate 
specifications of a similar nature, rather 
than the formal specification of theft. 

“(d) That the accused invariably be 
advised to avail himself of counsel and 
that counsel be appointed if acceptable 
to the accused. In this connection par- 
ticular attention is called to Section 
587, Naval Courts and Boards. 

“(e) That Courts-martial are advised 
to order entry of a plea of not guilty, 
unless the accused determinedly persist 
in a plea of guilty. 

“4, The Department desires to draw 
a sharp distinction between theft and 
petty pilfering committed in the nature 
of boyish pranks. In the latter cases 
the charge of theft should not be pre 
ferred.”

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Hospital Compensation 


GECRETARY OF WAR PATRICK 
J. HURLEY sent to Senator Da- 
vid A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, the 
draft of a bill, which has been intro- 
duced (S. 1960), to make provision for 
the care and treatment of the Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves, 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps, 
who are injured or contract disease 
while engaged in Military training. 
The proposed legislation includes 
all the provisions of Section 6, Act of 
March 4, 1923, as amended, redrawn 
so as to clarify what is believed to 


have been the intent of that section, | 


to eliminate most discriminations, 
and to permit the War Department to 
make its provisions more effective. 

One of the principal differences in 
the proposed legislation is that the 
words, “not the result of their own 
misconduct” have been _ substituted 
for the words, “not in line of duty.” 
This is deemed advisable by the War 
Department in view of the many fine 
distinctions that have been drawn in 
determining whether an injury was 
incurred or a disease contracted “in 
line of duty,” or “not in line of duty,” 
which it is believed should have no 
weight in deciding whether or not a 
person is entitled to medical care, so 
long as no misconduct on his part is 
involved. 

Those provisions dealing with the 
continuation of pay and allowances 
have been changed so as to insure to 
the beneficiary a continuation of such 
pay and allowances during all periods 
of hospitalization or other similar 
periods of incapacity, and during 
travel incident to hospitalization, up 
to an aggregate of six months. The 
Comptroller General’s decisions rela- 
tive to these provisions of Section 6 
were to the effect that pay and al- 
lowances could only be continued dur- 
ing the initial hospitalization, up to 
a limit of six months, and that trans- 
portation was limited to the return of 
the patients to their homes after 
initial hospitalization. 

The War Department believes that 
undoubtedly there will be cases where, 
through no fault of the patients, re- 
hospitalization will’ be necessary, and 
other cases where interruption of hos- 
pitalization will be advisable from a 
medical standpoint. In such cases, it 
would only be just and fair that pay 
and allowances should continue dur- 
ing all periods of hospitalization, up 
to an aggregate of six months, and 
that all necessary transportation in 
connection with such hospitalization 
be furnished by the Government. 

Those provisions dealing with the 
medical care of members of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
have been changed so as to include 
within the benefits of the law those 
persons who contract disease as well 
as those who suffer personal injury. 
It is believed that both classes are 
equally deserving and should receive 
the same benefits. 

A strict interpretation of these pro- 
visions of ‘Section 6 dealing with 
burial expenses would deny its bene- 
fits to those persons who die while 
en route to or from their places of 
duty, or while undergoing the further 
medical treatment or rehospitaliza- 
tion contemplated by that section. 
Also, the restrictive limitation of $100 
has been the cause of much embar- 
rassment to the War Department, as 
in several cases the actual burial ex- 
penses have been in excess of that 
amount and it has been necessary for 
the families of the deceased to bear 
the additional expense. 

The proposed legislation would in- 
sure the inclusion within the benefits 
of the Act of those persons mentioned 
above and would permit the Secretary 
of War the same discretion in regard 
to burial expenses as he is now per- 
mitted in the case of Regular Army 
personnel.

Happy New Year 
r IS NOT CONSIDERED proper for the officers and men of the Regular 
establishments to complain at whatever treatment the President and Con- 
gress choose to accord them. But it is proper, and eminently correct for the 
civilians who comprise the National Guard and Reserves, as well as citizens 
concerned for our national defense, to let their views be known to the Washing- 
ton authorities. All those who are aware of conditions in the Army and the 
Navy know that pay and promotion are essential to their persongl well being 
and consequent military efficiency. They know further—the Secretaries of War 
and Navy have said so—that the pay schedules of the present time are not only 
inadequate but unfair, inadequate even in the face of reduced living costs, and 
unfair because every other branch of the Government has received raises far in 
excess of those denied to the Services. These facts, which cannot be gainsaid, 
must estop any attempt to apply to the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps 
the ten per cent cut which Democrats in the House intend to impose upon gov- 
ernment compensation. With respect to promotion, year after year, Congress 
has been urged to grant needed reform. Now we are told nothing can be ex- 
pected, and the blame this time is placed on the depression. If it isn’t one excuse 
it is another. National Guard organizations, Chapters of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, and members of the American Legion, especially, are asked to 
make their representatives in Congress realize that the Army and Navy and 
Marine Corps are not step-relations, but vital instruments of government which 
must be kept in a high state of efficiency. 
Happy New Year 
(THE PRE-CHRISTMAS part of the pending congressional session has failed to 
show any eager acceptance by Congress of the President’s proposal to create a 
Public Works Administration in connection with which the Engineer Corps 
officers should rotate for duty. Perhaps the surface passiveness which has been 
displayed is due to the dominance of politics on the eve of a presidential cam- 
paign. The Democrats have been busy settling down in their chairs of control 
and determining upon policies which will be helpful to their candidate next No- 
vember, and the Senate, which remains incompletely organized, has been con- 
cerning itself with the moratorium, introduction of resolutions for information 
regarding Manchuria, and the like. So Army and Navy affairs have not occupied 
first attention, particularly that which so vitally affects the former and the 
Engineer Corps as a part of it. We are much interested in the suggestion we 
published that the Chief of Engineers should be the Public Works Administra- 
tor. This is not the plan of the President—he wants to name his own man. 
But there are members of Congress who believe that honest and efficient admin- 
istration, similar to that in connection with rivers and harbors, would follow the 
concentration of all public works under the Engineer Corps. It is our under- 
standing that when the matter comes up for discussion an effort along this 
line will be made. There is another phase apt to arise—opposition by the House 
Military Committee to any action which would reduce the value of the Engineer 
Corps as a part of the Military Establishment. Congressman James knows 
the facts in this connection, and while he is in the opposition there is no doubt 
his views will have great weight with his Democratic colleagues. Any attempt 
to force through a Public Works Administration will be resisted until the 
effect on our military policy and efficiency is established. This assurance is 
comforting so far as it goes. 
Happy New Year 
iw ASKING FOR an initial $450,000 for the expenses of the American delega- 
tion to the Disarmament Conference, Secretary Stimson has refrained from 
expressing any optimistic hopes for real results. In the report which the Presi- 
dent transmitted to Congress, the Secretary recognized: the threat of a new ar- 
mament race and argued that “the success of the coming Congress—even in a 
limited field—cannot fail to inspire new confidence and release new forces of 
progress.” He anticipated the conference would last eight months, possibly 
longer, which means that our delegates and their staffs will have a pleasant 
and agreeably entertaining time on the banks of the lake at Geneva, at a cost 
to the people of $55,000 monthly, or nearly $2,000 per day. There are some 
unemployed who could use this tidy little sum; perhaps the conference will lead 
to a further limitation of construction, which would swell their ranks. We note 
the Secretary also said that while “the present strength of our Army does not 
constitute a menace (how could it!) to any other nation, I am certain the con- 
ference will agree that active American collaboration in the first general dis- 
armament conference is a vital necessity, if it is not to fail.” We presume that 
when the conference meets, our delegation will be astounded to learn that we 
have a greater establishment on land than we dreamed, and that a demand will 
be made for a cut, especially of our regular force. This will be made easy for 
us by insistence upon budgetary limitation. We trust limitation will not be 
acceptable to the President, and that if any agreement of the kind be reached 
consideration be given to the higher pay and costs which prevail in the United 
States than elsewhere. 
Happy New Year 
GPEAKING OF DISARMAMENT, China is suffering the inevitable fat of a 
nation which refuses or fails to prepare. Japan, well equipped and resource- 
ful, with no concern over the gestures of the United States and the League of 
Nations, has occupied Manchuria, seized the railroads, coal mines, factories and 
banks, and is evidently regarding the “Open Door” as a means of entrance and 
not of exit. The Nationalist Government is threatening to declare war, although 
a state of war has existed for months, and is appealing for foreign assistance. 
tee knows the League of Nations has no intention to use force, understands 
perfectly the United States will not fight over Manchuria, and is prepared to 
welcome the international commission of inquiry after her aims have been 
achieved and her position established. Thus another rich market of great po- 
tentiality is passing under the control of a well armed nation. 
We wonder what Japan and China will think of our Army and Navy joint 
maneuvers to be held in the Hawaiian isjands. China will look hopefully to

A. E. F.—If a naturalized American 
citizen takes up residence abroad for 
a period of years, this fact of itself 
will not terminate American citizen- 
ship but it is regarded as a presump- 
tion that the naturalized American cit- 
izen intends to relinquish his allegiance 
to the United States and reassume the 
nationality of his birth. This presump- 
tion may be refuted by showing a con- 
trary intention. The best method of 
showing this intention is in register- 
ing with the nearest American consul 
and keeping in touch with him, or it 
may be shown in other ways, such as 
proving that the living abroad is for 
reasons of health or other special rea- 
sons. 

The fact that the naturalized citizen 


| living abroad draws retirement pay or 


pension from the United States Gov- 
ernment for service in the Army or 
Navy does not affect the retention or 
loss of his American citizenship, the 
Bureau of Naturalization informs us.

W. H. K.—According to information

General Darnall Retires 
BEG. GEN. CARL R. DARNALL, 

Assistant to the Surgeon General, 
who retires for age on Dec. 31, was 
born in Texas, Dec. 25, 1867. He at- 
tended the Transylvania University, 
Ky., in 1886 and 1887, and was gradu- 
ated from the Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, Pa., in 1890, with 
the degree of M. D. 


He entered the military service Oct. 
27, 1896, with commission of assistant 
surgeon, and was graduated from the 
Army Medical School the following 
year. On Oct. 26, 1901, he was ap- 
pointed Captain and assistant sur- 
geon, and was promoted to Major, 
Medical Corps, April 23, 1908; to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, July 1, 1916; to Colonel 
May 15, 1917, and to Brigadier Gen- 
eral Dec. 5, 1929. 


His first service was with the 23rd 
Infantry at Ft. Clark, Tex. During 
the Spanish-American War he served 
with the 4th Army Corps. In 1900 he 
was on duty at the U. S. Military Hos- 
pital No. 1, Havana, Cuba; at Ft. 
Schuyler and at F:. Wood, N. Y., and 
at the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif. 
From May, 1900, to April, 1901, he 
served as operating surgeon and patho- 
logist on the hospital ship, Relief, in 
Philippine and Chinese waters, during 
the Philippine Insurrection and the 
Boxer Rebellion. 

He commanded the military hospital 
at Iloilo, Philippine Islands, from May, 
1901, until May, 1902. In June he re- 
turned to the United States and was 
on duty at Plattsburg Barracks, N. Y., 
until August of that year. From Sept., 
1902, until June, 1903, he was on du 
in the office of the Surgeon byte | 
Washington, D. C., during which time 
he was a member of the board to ex- 
amine candidates for appointment to 
the Medical Corps. 

From June, 1903, until 1913, he was 
on duty at the Army Medical School, 
serving as secretary of the faculty and 
instructor im sanitary chemistry and 
operative surgery. During that period 
he was also in charge of the medical 
supply depot, Washington, D. C., re- 
corder and member of the Army Ex- 
amining Board, and recorder and mem- 
ber of the Joint Board of Army and 
Navy Medical Officers, and was Ad- 
jutant of the Army Medical School. He 
engaged in experiments directed at 
water purification, from 1908 until 
1911, devising and patenting the Dar- 
nall filter in 1908, and discovered the 
value of liquid chlorine purification of 
water. ; 

His priority in the discovery of the 
value of liquid chlorine is attested by 
basic patents in this as well as for- 
eign countries. The sterilization of 
water supplies by liquid chlorine, now 
a routine procedure by large cities all 
over the world, is the direct result of 
this work, and is chiefly responsible 
for the great reduction in water-borne 
infections in urban communities during 
the past 15 years. 

General Darnall served again in the 
Philippine Islands from April, 1914, 
until July, 1916, on duty at the De- 
partment Hospital, Manila, and at the 
Medical Supply Depot, Manila. Re- 
turning to the United States in Au- 
gust, 1916, he commanded the Field 
Medical Supply Depot, Washington, D. 
C., until August, 1917. He was then 
placed in charge of the Finance and 
Supply Division of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office until after the Armistice. 
From November, 1918, until August, 
1922, he served as Executive Officer 
of the Surgeon General’s Office. He 
was then transferred to Hawaii, where 
he served as Department Surgeon for 
three years. On returning to the 
United States he served again as Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office for four years, until given 
command of the Army Medical Center, 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 11, 1929. 

General Darnall was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal, with the 
following citation: “For exceptionally 
meritorious and conspicuous service. 
He has rendered especially meritorious 
and distinguished service in organizing, 
developing and administering the sup- 
Ply division of the medical department, 
and it is due to his foresight and ability 
that new courses of medical material 
were always avaliable for use with the 
Sick and wounded of the Army.”

Desire North Island Field 


A MOVE, which is regarded in some 

circles as the reopening of the 
troublesome controversy over aerial 
coast defense, was made this week, 
when the Secretary of the Navy asked 
Congress to enact a law to allow the 
War Department to transfer some of 
its aviation fields lying along the coast- 
line to the Navy. 

The bill -proposed by the Navy De- 
partment does not mention any specific 
land, but simply asks that the Act of 
Feb. 20, 1931, which prohibits the Army 
from seljing or disposing of any real 
estate without prior authority of Con- 
gress, be amended so as to allow the 
War and Navy Departments, at their 
discretion, to exchange land owned by

Navy to take over the whole of North 
Island, Calif., and other transfers 
which may be deemed necessary in the 
future. 

Officers of the Army Air Corps, more- 
over, contend that the Navy is seeking 
exclusive possession of Ford Island, 
T. H., and permanent possession of a 
field at Anacostia, D. C. And although 
unofficially the War Department has 
been represented as willing to give up 
Rockwell Field, on North Island, to the 
Navy, sentiment in the Air Corps is 
said to be against such a transfer. 

This aviation field, located on the 
outsirts of San Diego, is considered an 
excellent location, and the feeling is 
in the Air Corps, that it would be un- 
wise to give it up. If this was done, it 
is pointed out, the Army would have 
no aviation headquarters nearer the 
Mexican border than the new fields 
around San Francisco, and would as a 
practical matter leave the aerial de- 
fense of the border and the southern 
California coast to Navy planes from 
North Island. 

On the other hand, the Navy points 
out that there is no other naval avia- 
tion base on the entire West Coast for 
her, and that although the aerial de- 
fense of the coast is under the Army, 
she must have a supply and overhaul 
base. The part of the field now occu- 
pied by the Navy, about 524 acres, is 
sufficient for ordinary needs, it is said, 
but when the Battle Force is concen- 
trated in the San Diego-San Pedro area 
planes from the carriers have to be 
quartered on shore, and the present 
field becomes so over-crowded as to be 
dangerous. 

Ordinarily there are from 50 to 60 
Navy and Marine Corps planes on 
North Island, consisting of the West 
Coast Expeditionary Force, training 
and utility planes, and ships undergo- 
ing test after overhaul. When the 
Fleet is anchored planes cannot oper- 
ate very well from carrier decks, and 
it is necessary to send them ashore, in- 
creasing the number of Navy planes on 
the island to more than 250. Next 
year, moreover, with the aircraft from 
the East Coast present for the U. S. 
Fleet concentration, the situation will 
be greatly aggravated, it is said. 





Winner of Knox Trophy 

PON the recommendation of the 

Chief of Coast Artillery the War 
Department has announced Battery C, 
55th Coast Artillery (tractor drawn), 
as the winner of the Knox Trophy for 
the fiscal year, 1931. 

This trophy is awarded annually by 
the Sons of the Revolution in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts to the 
batteriy of Coast Artillery having the 
best target practice during the year.

| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Service Personnel and the Economy Contest—With the two political parties in 
Congress apparently settling down to an economy contest grave concern might 
well be felt for the possible effects on National Defense. With the Republican 
Administration already cutting beyond the danger line in its budget estimates, 
the Democrats are reported to have agreed among themselves to effect an addi- 
tional cut of $300,000,000. Evidence of the truth of this is seen in the fact that 
Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, Democratic member of the Finance Committee, 
on Dec. 22 introduced a resolution calling for the committee to “make such de- 
creases in proposed appropriations as will bring the total amount reported to the 
Senate at least $300,000,000 below the total recommended in the budget for the 
fiscal year.” This resolution, which was laid on the table, is reputed to be the 
first step in the Democratic drive to force further economies. 

Many fear that such an economy drive on the part of the Democrats pres- 
ages a movement to reduce personnel in both services. Representative Ross A. 
Collins, of Mississippi, Democratic chairman of the subcommittee on War De- 
partment Appropriations, is an outspoken advocate of reducing the Army officers 
personnel by 4,000. His subcommittee is now in the course of taking extensive 
testimony on the War Department estimates. There is grounds for belief that 
Mr. Collins will attempt to bring about his officer cut through the appropriation 
bill he is now considering. Asked this week in regard to such a possibility, Mr. 
Collins replied: “You know my convictions on that score. However,.as to the 
appropriations bill, I am only one of five who are considering the bill. What 
the other four members will decide I cannot say.” 

There is a persistent rumor that a compromise is being sought on the basis 
of a 2,000-officer reduction. Needless to say, any reduction at all will be fought 
with all the efforts of the Army and the War Department. It is also highly 
probable that President Hoover would veto the appropriation bill if it should 
contain such a reduction. 

The appropriations hearings now under way will continue through the holi- 
day recess. Mr. Collins predicts that he will be able to report out a bill by Feb- 
ruary 1, which is considered excellent progress in view of the late start. 

General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, testified virtually all day on 
Monday. It is reported that the committee members are serious and considerate 
and that the hearings are marked by the absence of bickering questioning such 
as frequently punctuated such hearings in previous years.

Navy Selection Board on Feb. 1—The Secretary of the Navy has appointed a line 
officers’ selection board to convene Feb. 1, and recommended approximately 62 
lieutenant commanders for promotion to the grade of commander. The follow- 
ing officers will serve:

Much interest is attached to the convening of the board this year, as there 
will be more selections for the grade of commander made than at any time in 
recent years, at least since just after the World War. 

Last year’s board, which made selections brought about by the enactment 
of the Britten bill, got down into the Class of 1912, selecting one officer from that 
group. This leaves 35 lieutenant commanders of the Class of ’11 who have not 
been promoted, and as those not selected by this board will retire involuntarily 
on June 30, 1932, it is expected that there will be a number of “Pick-ups” recom- 
mended by the board. 

In addition to the 35 members of 1912, there are about 70 in the class of 
1912. Various predictions are being made as to whether the board will reach 
the bottom of the class. Members of ’12, however, will still have another 
“show,” if not selected, or if the board does not get down to the bottom group 
in the class, as the service since graduation law does not operate against the 
Class of 12 until June 30, 1933. 

Predictions as to how far the board will go, while not in harmony, or very 
valuable at that, seem to agree that there will be no Staff Corps selections for 
commander this year. The first Staff running mate is below the last man of 
1912, and it is thought hardly likely that he will be reached. 

Probably a greater number of naval aviators will be up for selection this 
year than ever before and officers in this group were gratified to find that one of 
the two flag officers of the Navy who are qualified naval aviators was named 
to the board. In addition to Rear Adm. James J. Raby, it is also noted that 
Rear Adm. Thomas T. Craven, now the Chief Coordinator, was at one time 
head of naval aviation, in the days before it was a separate bureau.

War Department Frowns on Advancement of Individuals—In response to a 
request from Representative Percy E. Quin, chairman of the House Military 
Committee, Secretary Hurley has informed that committee that the War Depart- 
ment does not look favorably in general upon special legislation for the advance- 
ment of officers. The comment was in connection with the Department’s report 
on HR 5510, introduced by Representative John McDuffie, of Alabama, which 
proposed to place the senior member of the Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors, when retired from active service, on the retired list with the rank 
and pay of a major general. While the Secretary’s letter did not approve the 
bill, neither did it specifically disapprove it. 

The Department reported that the effect of the bill would be to confer upon 
Col. Herbert Deakyne, when he retires the last of this month, the rank of 
major general. In accordance with the war-time rank bill, the Department said, 
Colonel Deakyne will be entitled to retire with the rank of brigadier general 
with the same retired pay as that of a colonel. Should he retire as a major 
general the increased cost to the Government would be $1,500 annually. 

“In similar cases in the past,” Secretary Hurley’s letter said, “the War 
Department has opposed the passage of such legislation. This is for the reason 
that it singles out one officer from among’ many who have rendered meritorious 
service and provides for his individual advancement on the retired list. It is 
believed that special legislation providing increased rank for individual officers 
should be reserved for rewarding outstanding achievements in highly excep- 
tional cases.” 

However, the War Department’s letter to the committee did not conclude 
with the phrase usually employed in disapproving personal legislation—“There- 
fore the Department recommends against the passage of this bill.” Thus the 
way was left open for action on the bill without the handicap of “disapproved by 
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Operation of Class “B” Proyision—An interesting report of the operation of 
Class “B” act during the fiseal year ended June 30, 1931, has been made by the 
Adjutant General in his report to the Secretary of War. 

Section 24b of the National Defense Act, as amended by the act of Congress 
approved June 4, 1920, prescribes the annual classification of officers, with a 
view to the elimination of those whose efficiency no longer warrants their reten- 
tion in the service. The work of the board of officers charged with this duty was 
continued during the fiscal year. The action taken under the provisions of the 
statute mentioned is shown in the following table:

Interchangeability of Springfield Bolts—Implication of danger in interchanging 
the bolts of Springfield rifles was made recently in a Corps Area Bulletin, ac- 
cording to a letter written by the Assistant Chief of Ordnance, Brig. Gen. E. D. 
Bricker, to the Ordnance Officer of the Corps Area concerned. General Bricker’s 
letter refutes the implication. Furthermore, the Office of the Chief of Ordnance 
states that the provisions of the -bulletin were diametrically opposite to the 
policy of the Ordnance Office. The bulletin prescribed that bolts pertaining to 
the Springfield should be marked with the last three letters of the serial number 
of the rifle, to permanently identify the bolt with the rifle. The*bulletin is also 
claimed to indicate that accidents could be attributed to the interchange of bolts. 

Portions of the letter follow: 

“* * * This bulletin implies that the bolts pertaining to the VU. S. Rifle, 
Cal. .30, M1903, are not interchangeable and that the safety of a rifle is adversely 
effected by the use therein of a bolt pertaining to another rifle. The fact that 
the bolts are interchangeable conclusively refutes these implications. Further, 
this bulletin prescribes a procedure of marking the bolts in order to identify 
them with particular receivers, which, in view of the interchangeability of bolts, 
is unnecessary, and this practice is not recommended by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment.” 

“The using services are generally informed that it is inadvisable to transfer 
a smooth operating bolt, one which has adapted itself to the slight and varying 
peculiarities of a particular receiver, to another rifle. The reason for this, 
especially when the rifle is used in rapid fire, is obviovs. However, the expense 
and confusion involved in marking a bolt to identify it with a particular receiver 
to attain this feature is not justified.”

General Martin Would Include Military Time in Civil Retirement—Maj. Gen. 
Charles Henry Martin, USA, ret., Representative from Oregon, would permit the 
time spent in the military and naval service of the United States to be counted 
toward retirement of employees in the classified civil service, under a bill 
(HR 5479) which he has introduced in the House. 

General Martin’s bill proposes to amend the first paragraph of Section 5 
of the Act, entitled “An Act for the retirement of employees in the classified 
civil service, and for other purposes.” The amendment would cause the aggre- 
gate period of service which forms the basis for calculating the amount of 
any benefit provided in the Act to be computed from the date of original 
employment, whether as a classified or an unclassified employee in the civil 
service of the United States, including the periods of service at different times 
and in one or more departments, branches, or independent offices of the Gov- 
ernment, and also periods of service performed overseas under authority of the 
United States, and periods of honorable service in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard of the United States, including honorable service, whether 
active or inactive, as a reserve officer, commissioned under the Nationa] Defense 
Act, provided such officer served honorably in any military capacity in time of 
war in the armed forces of the United States. In the case of an employee, 
however, who is eligible for and elects to receive a pension under any law, or 
retired pay on account of military or naval service, or compensation under the 
War Risk Insurance Act, the period of his military or naval service upon which 
such pension, retired pay, or compensation is based, would not be included.

It will be recalled that he was an active worker in 
behalf of Ft. Sill (which is in his district) when the proposal was being con- 
sidered as to whether or not to make that post the permanent home of the Field 
Artillery School. It is understood that he is preparing a bill for improvements 
at that post. He, too, has had military experience, having served as a private 
in the 36th Division, AEF.’ He was a delegate to the 10th annual convention of 
the American Legion in Paris in 1927. He is a former newspaperman and lawyer. 

Representatives Numa F. Montet, of Louisiana, and A. J. May, of Kentucky, 
are both lawyers who have been interested in politics for years. 

Representative Samuel B. Pettengill (Dem.), of Indiana, says that he is an 
advocate of world peace and is opposed to the “terrific burden of modern war- 
fare,” but that he does not believe in disarmament by example. He believes, he 
says, we should be willing to tell the world that we “will scrap gun for gun and 
ship for ship but not one more.” 

Representative Edward H. Crump (Dem.), of Tennessee, has been interested 
in investment banking, real estate, manufacturing, and farming. 

Representative Robert E. Thomason (Dem.}, of Texas, a lawyer, is very 
much interested in the upkeep of the Army. His district has nearly 600 miles 
of border on Mexico and includes Ft. Bliss and Marfa. 

Representative Charles A. Wolverton (Rep.), of New Jersey, is a lawyer 
who has been prominent in Masonic circles for many years. Last year he had 
a bill to authorize the distribution of Army rifles to veterans’ organizations for 
range practice. 

Representative Burnett M. Chiperfield (Rep.), of Illinois, served in the Army 
during the World War as Judge Advocate, 33d Division, AEF, and as Judge Ad- 
vocate General, Third Army Corps, AEF. Later he was officer in charge of 
civil affairs, occupied area, Germany. After the War he was Judge Advocate 
General of the State of Illinois.

Reconstructed Tanks at Ft. Benning—Five reconstructed light tanks are now in 
the hands of Co. F, 2d Tank Regiment, Ft. Benning, Ga., for tests and experi- 
ments which will be conducted during the Spring and Summer of 1932. The 
remodeled tanks have been equipped with new air-cooled motors and the bodies 
have been made 8 inches longer. With the new type motor and with a specially 
designed heavy transmission and spur reduction gears and a light track similar 
to the type used on the new Christie tanks, it is believed that the speed of the 
light tanks can be accelerated considerably. 

A semi-automatic rifle, caliber .276, gas-operated, and another of the recoil- 
operated type, caliber .30, were demonstrated on Dec. 15, before the Infantry 
Board at Ft. Benning, Ga., by officials of the United Shoe Machinery Corporation, 
one of whom is the designer of the two weapons which were exhibited.

Recent Ordnance Department Developments—A number of recent Ordnance De- 
partment developments include automotive tests, automotive material and vari- 
ous fire control tests. 

The overhaul and re-engaging of the Medium Tank, T1, at Rock Island Ar- 
senal, by the Ordnance Officer, Ft. George G. Meade, Md., is continuing, but it 
is believed that this vehicle will not be ready for shipment to Ft. Benning, Ga., 
until about Feb. 1, 1932, because of the difficulty in obtaining certain commer- 
cial parts. 

The Combat Car, T2, which was formerly the Convertible Armored Car, T5, 
is being overhauled at Rock Island Arsenal preparatory to its shipment to 
Aberdeen Proving Ground for test. It is expected that the shipment will take 
place about the first of January. 

The manufacture of the Light Tank T1E4, at Rock Island Arsenal has been 
reported as progressing satisfactorily. Practically all of the drawings to be 
furnished by the Ordnance Officer have been completed, and the Arsenal has 
submitted to the Chief of Ordnance’s Office for checking most of the drawings 
it was requested to make. 

A contract has been made to furnish the Ordnance Department with a set 
of rubber-jointed tracks and necessary drive sprockets for installation on the 
Track Development Chassis, T2, which is now at Aberdeen. The development of 
tracks and suspensions employing rubber so as to give increased life and de- 
creased noise and vibration is considered of the greatest importance, as the 
most likely means of improving the strategic mobility of all vehicles of the full 
track-laying type. It is considered that great improvements can still be made 
in the strategic mobility, which is mobility on the road, of full track-laying 
vehicles, 

The Citroen-Kegresse P-17 Light Tractor recently completed its proving 
ground test and was delivered to the Field Artillery Board, Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
for service test. It was transported from Aberdeen to Ft. Bragg by being car- 
ried in the 6-wheeled A. A. Prime Mover, M1 (G.M.C.) now under test at the 
Proving Ground. 

The Ordnance Department has been considering the test of a Diesel- 
engined “60” “Caterpillar” tractor, but it was decided to postpone procurement 
for test purposes for the present. This development will be followed closely and 
will be considered again when this development has reached a stage which as- 
sures a commercial source of supply. 

A number of detailed improvements in the Armored Car, T-4, recommended 
by the Commanding Officer of the nucleus of the mechanized cavalry regiment, 
have been approved for application to existing pilot models and to production 
cars under manufacture at Rock Island Arsenal. These changes include pro- 
vision for radio transmitters and receivers. A few of the changes recommended 
were not approved for application to the armored car but were considered as 
Separate research problems. The approval of the design of the T4 Car included 
the development of suitable flexible removable racks for the four-wheel driving 
bogie. A promising design has been prepared and released for the manufacture 
of rilot tracks for test. The Adjutant General has approved the recommendation 
that this car be designated as limited procurement type with a view to extended 
Service tect by the Cavalry. The necessary vehicles for the equipment of three 
platoons have been ordered. 

The Chief of Coast Artillery has requested the procurement of two experi- 
mental 6-wheeled 6-wheel drive prime movers for test. An investigation of the 
commercial availability of this type of vehicle was authorized and the procure- 
ment of them is being held in abeyance pending the establishment of commer- 
cial availability in quantity. 

The Ordnance Department has purchased a 50-centimeter base range finder 
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of the stereoscopic type. It will be used in the training and testing of observers 
as an adjunct to training instruments already on hand. 

Sample lighting equipments for the Aiming Circles, T1, have been prepared 
at the manufacturing arsenal. Tests will be conducted to determine the suit- 
ability of the device which uses low current flashlight bulbs and cells. 

A set of glass calibration standards is being made by Frankford Arsenal in 
collaboration with the Bureau of Standards in Washington. Availability of such 
a set of standards will greatly facilitate inspection of optical glass and the quan- 
titative limitation of defects. 

The manufacture of the pilot sight mount, T8, for the 8-inch Howitzer ma- 
teriel, T-2, is practically complete. The device indicates correct elevation by 
means of electric lights mounted directly over the elevating handwheel of the 


carriage.

The official designation of these tanks is the Convertible Me- 
dium Tank, T3. It is understood that a modified engine cooling system was 
installed on the third tank by the U. S. Wheel Track Layer Corporation, with a

Strength of Reserves 


THE strength of the Officers’ Reserve 

Corps increased by about 7,000 ac- 

cepted appointments in 1931, as com- 

with the previous year, it is re- 

ed in the annual report of the 
Adjutant General. 

The strength of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, by grades, on June 30, 1931, was 
as follows: 

Major generals, 18, as compared with 
19 in 1930; brigadier generals, 106, 
against 104 in 1930; colonels, 1,202, 

inst 1,096 in 1930; lieutenant 
colonels, 3,365, against 3,323 in 1930; 
majors, 8,910, against 8,684 in 1930; 
captains, 20,678, against 19,799 in 
1930; first lieutenants, 31,246, against 
28,616 in 1930, and second lieutenants, 
54,825, against 51,882 in 1930. Total 
officers in 1931 amounted to 120,550, 
while in 1930 they totaled 113,523. 

These figures include only accepted 
appointments. On June 30, 1931, there 
were pending acceptance 1,018 appoint- 
gents, 410 of these being appointments 

members of the National Guard and 
not members of the National 
Guard. Of the latter number, 64 were 
aduates of the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
Corps during the school year 
2930-31. 
During the fiscal year changes oc- 
curred as follows: 
Appointments 
Separations ........... 
Organized Reserves 

Available appropriations are suffi- 
cient to provide for training annually, 
not to exceed one-third of the total 
number of reserve officers eligible there- 
for. This necessitates much inactive 
duty training on the part of such offi- 
cers in order that they may maintain 
that degree of efficiency necessary for 
service in an emergency. Reports in- 
dicate that individual officers and or- 
ganizations are showing a fine spirit 
of cooperation in this type of training, 
which must be taken voluntarily, and 
in many instances at personal sacrifice. 

For the fiscal year the sum of $6,- 
542,362 was appropriated for the vari- 
ous authorized activities of the Or- 
ganized Reserves. In accordance with 
the policy inaugurated in 1930 the work 
of preparing branch estimates, and the 
technica] administration of this appro- 
priation have been accomplished by this 
office. The funds have been allocated 
to the several corps area and depart- 
ment commanders and chiefs of arms 
and services to cover necessary ex- 
penditures for the training and main- 
tenance of the Reserve Corps. Dur- 
ing the Summer of 1930, there were 
conducted a total of 99:camps for the 
training of the Reserves, while plans 
for 1931 contemplate 102 camps. The 
attendance is approximately 17,000 an- 
nually. 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 

The system of inspection and rating 
of senior division units of the Reserve 
’ Officers’ Training Corps by corps area 
commanders which has been in vogue 
for the past 3 years is being continued 
with gratifying results. Through this 
means the Department keeps in close 
touch with the progress of the corps 
and the extent to which the programs 
of instruction are carried out, and is 
enabled readily to ascertain and meet 
the needs of the organization. 

The customary annual inspection of 
the essentially military schools was 
made by a board of officers designated 
by the Secretary of War for this pur- 
pose and to make the award of the 
“honor military school” rating. As a 
result 21 of these schools were so 
rated. This distinction is eagerly 
sought since it carries with it the privi- 
lege, under certain restrictions and 
conditions, of naming candidates from 
a school so rated for appointment to 
the United States Military Academy. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Army Regulations 145-10 high schools 
throughout the country, to the number 
of 40, whose military departments 
have attained exceptionally high stand- 
ards were announced as the “honor high 
schools” for 1931. A current list of 
the names of the “honor military 
schools” and the “honor high schools,” 
is published annually in War Depart- 
ment bulletins. 

C. M. T, Camps 

Under the provisions of section 47d 
of the National Defense Act, approved 
June 4, 1920, citizens’ military train- 
ing camps were conducted for the in- 
struction and training of civilians and 
warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, with a view to their 
preparation for commission as Reserve

officers. The sum of $2,815,866 was 
appropriated for this purpose. 

_ Applications to the number of 66,- 
090 were received for the 1930 camps 
(fiscal year 1931), or an increase of 
approximately 13 per cent over that of 
the preceding year. Of the 43,042 ap- 
plicants ordered to camps, 40,564 re- 
ported, 39,061 enrolled, and 37,649 com- 
pleted the training, of whom 2,037 
graduated from the blue course.

20 at his home in the Connecticut 
Apartments, Washington, D. C., after 
a long illness. 

General Nicholson, who was born 
Jan. 16, 1856, was a descendant of 
two distinguished service families. 
His father was Commodore Somerville 
Nicholson, USN, and his mother was 
the daughter of Dr. William Jones, a 
medical officer at the Battle of Bla- 
densburg during the War of 1812. His 
grandfather was Maj. Augustus Nich- 
olson, the first quartermaster of the 
USMC. 

It was Aug. 15, 1876, that he received 
his commission from General Grant as 
a second lieutenant and was assigned to 
the famous 7th Cavalry shortly after 
the massacre of -General Custer, its 
commander, and the troops under him. 

He served with this fighting outfit 
87 years, a record which, it is believed, 
never has been equaled in the Army, 
and rose to the rank of colonel of regi- 
ment, which he attained Aug. 24, 1912. 

When the United States entered the 
World War, he was appointed a briga- 
dier general of the National Army Aug. 
5, 1917. General Nicholson served val- 
jantly in France with the 79th Divi- 
sion. His most notable achievement 
was in connection with the capture of 
Montfaucon in the Argonne in which 
his command played the leading part. 

For his conduct. overseas, General 
Nicholson received the Distinguished 
Service Medal for “exceptionally meri- 
torious and distinguished services” and 
the Distinguished Service Cross for 
“distinguished and exceptional gallan- 
try at Bois de Bouge on Sept. 29, 1918.” 
He was also made an officer of the 
French Legion of Honor. 

On Feb. 6, 1883, he married Miss 
Harriette Fenlon, of Leavenworth, 
Kans. His widow and their two chil- 
dren survive him. They are William 
Fenlon Nicholson, of Santa Ana, Calif., 
and Mrs. Helen Lispenard Crean, who 
resides in Dublin, Ireland. 

He is also survived by three broth- 
ers, Rear Adm. R. F. Nicholson, USN, 
ret.; Augustus Nicholson, and Reynolds 
Nicholson, and a sister, Mrs. Minnie 
Cook, all of Washington, D. C. 

He was buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery with full military honors. 
Services were held at 10 o’clock in the 
morning at St. Matthew’s Church, 
Washington, D. C., with Right Rev. 
Mgr. Edward L. Buckey, the pastor, 
officiating.

In the passing of Col. Frank C. Jew- 
ell, of the Coast Artillery Corps, writes 
a correspondent, the Army has suf- 
fered a loss it can ill afford. Colonel 
Jewell died at Walter Reed General 
Hospital Nov. 20, 1931, after a long 
and painful illness, distressing alike 
to his family and to his friends. His 
death is deeply regretted. 

Frank Carson Jewell was a native 
of Illinois, born at Chicago, Oct. 16, 
1873. His boyhood was spent in the 
beautiful suburb of the lake city, known 
as Oak Park, from which, as a youth 
of 18, he went in the pursuit of the 
classics, to the old Wisconsin college 
long known as “the Yale of the West” 
—Beloit. While at Beloit College, 
Frank Jewell was outstanding for his 
scholarship, prominent in athletics, and 
known for his social graces. His old 
friends of the Beloit days have always 
loved him. He was genial, sincere, 
considerate of others, earnest in his 
work; qualities which developed with 
the years to make of him the able and 
courteous officer and gentleman he 
was. 

From Beloit, Frank Jewell went to 
West Point, where as a cadet he became 
one of the leaders of the Class of 1899. 
He was commsisioned in the Fifth Ar- 
tillery, and during his military career 
of more than 36 years, was entrusted 
with many important and varied as- 
signments, whose duties he invariably 
performed with efficiency and a stead- 
fast devotion to his chosen profession. 

During the course of his official life 
Colonel Jewell, from garrison duty at 
Ft. Wadsworth, his first post, returned 
to his Alma Mater, West Point, as 
instructor in foreign languages and 
drawing. Thence to the Army Trans- 
port Service as Quartermaster of the 
old “Logan,” and to the task of Con- 
structing Quartermaster at Ft. Slocum, 
his first work in the field came as as- 
sistant to the Chief Quartermaster of 
the Army of Cuban Pacification. When 
the United States entered the World 
War, however, he went with the 306th 
Field Artillery to France, where, for 
a brief time Chief of Staff of the Rail- 
way Artillery Reserve, he was later 
assigned to command the 30th Artil- 
lery Brigade; and with it participated 
in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne 
offensives. Upon return to the United 
States he served as Chief of Staff of 
the Coast Artillery Training Center, 
Ft. Monroe; then with G-3, War De- 
partment General Staff. He next held 
command of Ft. Amador, in the Pan- 
ama Canal Department, from which he

Colonel Jewell’s professional work in 
the World War was marked by energy 
and ability, and for it he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal, and 


cited by the Commander-in-Chief for 
conspicuous service as Chief of Staff 
of the Railway Artillery Reserve. He 
was on the initial General Staff Corps 
Eligible List, and was a member of 
the General Staff from 1921 to 1925. 
A graduate of the Artillery School, 
the General Staff School and the War 
College, he had reached the forefront 
of his arm of the service. His un- 
timely death prevented action upon the 
earnest recommendations of his last 
commanders, that he be promoted to 
the rank of brigadier general. 

In 1907, while stationed at Ft. Slo- 
cum, the then Captain Jewell married 
Cecil Mosby, of Memphis, Tenn. Two 
daughters, Cecil, now the wife of Lt. 
John Burnside, of the Navy, and Ann, 
known to her friends as “Bobby,” were 
born to this union, and with their 
mother, survive him. Mrs. Jewell’s 
devotion during the long and distress- 
ing months of his last illness has been 
such as to earn for her the admiration 
and affection of all his friends. 

The esteem in which Frank Carson 
Jewell was. held throughout the service 
is expressed, simply—yet eloquently— 
by General Pershing, in a personal 
letter to Mrs. Jewell: 

“In the passing of Colonel Jewell 
the Army loses one of its ablest offi- 
cers. It will be a satisfaction to you 
in the years to come to realize and 
remember his fine character and his 
patriotic devotion to his country.” 

No soldier could have a finer tribute.

President’s Reception 


"THE annual New Year’s reception 

of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, will take place between 11 a. m. 
and 12:00 noon, on the first day of 
January, 1932. 

The Adjutant General’s letter cov- 
ering the formation for officers of the 
Army, follows: 

Officers of the grade of lieutenant 
colonel and above on the active list of 
the Regular Army in the District of 
Columbia and at Ft. Myer, Va., and 
officers of like grades of the National 
Guard and Officers’ Reserve Corps on 
duty in the War Department will as- 
semble in the State, War and Navy 
Building on Friday, Jan. 1, 1932, at 
11:10 a. m., and proceed thence to the 
White House to pay their respects to 
the President of the United States. 

Officers of like grades, on the re- 
tired list of the Regular Army, of the 
Militia of the District of Columbia, 
and of the Officers’ Reserve Corps in 
the District of Columbia are invited 
to assemble at the same time and place 
and to participate in the exercises. 

Officers will assemble in columns of 
twos with the head of the column op- 
posite the entrance to Room 272%, east 
corridor, second floor, State, War and 
Navy Building, facing south, the 
column extending north on east corri- 
dor, thence west on north corridor. The 
center corridor, second floor, will be 
kept clear. Unless otherwise indicated, 
the column will enter and leave the 
White House by the north entrance. 

3. The formation will be under the 
direction of The Adjutant General of 
the Army in the following order, ar- 
ranged in each grade according to 


rank: 
Chief of Staff, U. S. Army, 
Deputy Chief of Staff, 
General Officers, including Chiefs 
of Arms, Services and Bureaus, 
War Department General Staff, 
Officers on duty in the Offices of 
the Assistant Secretaries of War. 
Other officers according to arm, ser- 
vice or bureau as given :in the 
Army List and Directory, viz: 
The Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, 
The Inspector General’s Depart- 


ment, etc. 

Retired officers will take position in 
the column with active officers of the 
same grade and branch from which re- 
tired and in accordance with dates of 
commission held by them. 

Officers of the Militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and of the Reserve 
Corps not on active Federal duty will 
take position immediately following 
officers of the Regular Army of like 
grade and branch. 

The prescribed uniform, dress gloves, 
white, decorations and medals, will be 
worn. (See par. 8b and c, AR 600-40). 
In case of inclement weather, over- 
coats will be worn, otherwise they will 
be left in the State, War and Navy 
Building. Sabers will not be worn. 

The chief of each arm, service and 
bureau of the War Department will de- 
tail one officer to report to The Ad- 
jutant General, Room 254, State, War 
and Navy Building, at 10:30 a. m., Jan. 
1, 1932, for instructions. 

The following numbered rooms on 
the second floor, State, War and Navy 
Building, will be available for the use 
of officers as indicated below: 

Room 254—General Officers. 

Room 260—Officers of War Depart- 
ment General Staff and of the offices 
of the Assistant Secretaries of War. 

Room 258—Officers of The Adjutant 
General’s Department, The Inspector 
General’s Department, The Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, and the 
Quartermaster Corps.

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Sunnyvale Airship Base 


THE Navy Department is advertising 
for bids on structural projects at 
the Naval Air Station, Sunnyvale, 
Calif. This station, when completed 
in the spring of 1933, will be the Navy’s 
west coast airship base, and the home 
of the USS Akron’s sister. ship, the 
ZRS-5, which is now being built by the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin Corporation. 

The hangar at Sunnyvale already is 
under construction, under plans pre- 
pared by the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department, and rapid 
progress is being made on the grading 
of approaches, construction of tracks 
and temporary roads, and other general 
work. 

Projects to be advertised are for 
buildings and helium storage equip- 
ment. One project will include the ad- 
ministration building, the enlisted 
men’s. barracks, and the dispensary. 
These buildings, which will occupy a 
prominent position on the station, have 
been designed in the Spanish style and 
will be built of concrete, with buff 
stucco and pan and cover tile roofs. 

A second project will include the 
helium repurification building, the 
foundations for a 2,000,000 cubic foot 
low-pressure helium holder, the instal- 
lation of-a 1,000,000 cubic foot high- 
pressure helium storage drum, and a 
long-piping tunnel to the hangar. 

The low-pressure holder, advertised 
as a separate project, will be the larg- 
est helium holder in the world—a 
quadruple lift wet-type gasometer, ap- 
proximately 150 feet in diameter and 
175 feet high. The high-pressure 
drums, in which the pure helium is to 
be stowed at 750 pounds per’ square 
inch pressure, will be purchased on 
requisition. An elevated water tank 
also is being advertised at this time. 
The total cost of these various struc- 
tures will approximate three-quarters 
of a million dollars. 

In planning the general layout of the 
station, no effort has been spared by 
the designing architects in the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks to insure a pleas- 
ing landscape effect. The main axis 
of the development has been made per- 
pendicular to the airship hangar. After 
passing the officers’ quarters, which 
will be set back on the right from the 
entrance road, the visitor will have a 
choice of four roads, two of which 
flank the central parkway, while the 
other two diverge in sweeping curves 
to form a loop enveloping the built-up 
section of the station and a hangar 
and separating them from the 8:00- 
acre operating field. If the visitor 
takes one of the inner roads, he will 
pass the dispensary and the recreation 
building, the latter being set between 
the two inner roads so that it will be 
the central feature of the group. In 
harmony with the Spanish motive, this 
building will be surmounted by a care- 
fully studied tiled dome and will be 
treated with simple but effective orna- 
mentation. 

Between these buildings and the 
hangar, the visitor will see on one side 
the industrial buildings and the helium 
plant, and on the other, the buildings 
of the Supply Department. On the 
main axis, facing the hangar, there will 
be a small cafeteria and rest house for 
visitors, made necessary by public in- 
terest in the Navy’s airships. From 
the entrance of this building the visitor 
can gaze across the 300-foot strip of 
no-man’s land,” which it has been 
necessary to leae entirely vacant 
in order to eliminate dangerous wind 
eddies around the hangar, and view 
the immensity of this latter structure, 
stretching to left and right for over 
1,100 feet and towering upward for 
200 feet.

FOLLOWING appear extracts from 
the report of Rear Adm. W. R. 


Gherardi, the Navy Hydrographer, for 
the fiscal year 1931: 
Air Navigation 

During the last few years the great 
increase in aviation activities has cre- 
ated demands on the office for naval 
aviation charts and for further infor- 
mation and facilities in connection with 
navigation of the air. 

A section of aerial navigation was es- 
tablished in 1925 and a section of avi- 
ation chart construction in July, 1928. 
During this fiscal year these sections 
have been combined and now form a 
Division of Air Navigation, with a 
naval aviator in charge. This division 
is working to the limit of its capacity 
without as yet being able to produce 
all that is required by the naval avi- 


A specially trained corps of hydro- 
graphic and nautical engineers, drafts- 
men, engravers, nautical scientists, 
lithographers, photographers, etc., is 
engaged in the work of the office, and 
they carry it on with uniform cheer- 
fulness and efficiency. The hydro- 
grapher can not praise too highly their 
spirit of loyalty, cooperation and de- 
votion to duty. 
Additional Space Needed 

The urgent need for additional space 
set forth in the Hydrographer’s annual 
reports of 1928, 1929 and 1930 not only 
still exist, but has become more acute, 
and with the additional personnel au- 
thorized to meet the increasing demand 
of the office, conditions will become so 
crowded that the output will be ad- 
versely affected. Efforts to obtain ad- 
ditional space in the building have been 
without avail. 

Sufficient space should also be allo- 
cated for a hydrographer office library. 
Being an institution established by 
statute law and maintained by the 
United States as a center of informa- 
tion for the improvement of the means 
for navigating American shipping by 
the cultivation of those fields of knowl- 
edge and information which prove ad- 
vantageous to navigation and commerce, 
it would be a reasonable expectation 
that the hydrographic office should pos- 
sess a library to which the people of 
the United States could repair to find 
works and information appertaining to 
the sphere of its prescribed activity. 


Officer Personnel 

There exists a shortage of officers for 
revising sailing directions, two more 
being urgently needed for this duty in 
order that the office may carry out its 
plan of revising out-of-date sailing 
directions. 

Officers receive excellent training 
while on duty in the hydrographic office 
and as many should be detailed to this 
duty as is consistent with other im- 
portant details. The practice of the 
Chief of Bureau of Navigation of or- 
dering officers to temporary duty on 
survey vessels of the Navy has proved 
of much benefit and should be contin- 
ued. When practicable, officers ordered 
to branch hydrographic offices should 
have a short period of temporary duty 
in the main office before assuming duty 
in branch offices. 


Economy 

The Hydrographic ‘Office has main- 
tained itself during the fiscal year with- 
in the limited maintenance appropria- 
tions by practicing the strictest econ- 
omy. The purchase and issue of sup- 
plies for the maintenance of the pho- 
tolithographic plant and office have been 
kept at a minimum consistent with effi- 
ciency, considering the requirements of 
the Navy, the mercantile marine and 
aviation activities. 

Fire Hazard 

A large percentage of the valuable 
records contained in the files and arch- 
ives are stored in wood cases. This 
does not safeguard them against fire, 
which might cause a serious loss im- 
possible to replace. The furniture and 
walls of the file room should be fire- 
proof. The inadequacy of the storage 
space in the file rooms has resulted in 
an overcrowded condition which can be 
remedied only by an increase in space. 
The present location is inadequately 
lighted. 

There is a pressing need for space in 
the section of Pilot Charts, Notice to 
Mariners, and Sailing Directions. In 
one room 18 by 22 feet there are at 
present seven commissioned officers 
working, which is not conducive to effi- 
ciency nor to health. 





“Up Ship!” 

(Up Ship! by Lt. Comdr. Charles E. 
Rosendahl, USN; Dodd, Mead and Co.) 

RACING the story of the develop- 

ment of the airship, from its earli- 
est American days to the culmination 
realized in the giant Akron, is the 
theme of “Up Ship!” It is a fascinat- 
ing story, captivating in its straight- 
forwardness and simplicity. Its author 
is Lt. Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, 
commander of the Navy’s latest air- 
ship, the Akron, and a survivor of the 
ill-fated Shenandoah. 

The book contains an outline of early 
American rigid airship activities, de- 
velopments and contributions recorded 
before the importance of these pioneer- 
ing efforts, is swept away by admira- 
tion at the brilliance of modern airship 
successes. 

Commander Rosendahl is probably 
the one man who could have written 
this story, for without his experiences, 
no one could know so intimately the 
trials and thrills of the development of 
these giants of the sky. He tells of 
the perils that are met in the air, and 
the peace of quiet cruising. 

Commander Rosendahl presents a 
brief review of the elementals of air- 
ships, because, he says, the public is 
not as familiar with them as with other 
types of aircraft, and he also deals 
with the operation of rigid airships. 

A chapter is devoted to the Shenan- 
doah, that tragic ship, which met its 
fate in sudden disaster, and the author, 
who is a survivor of that disaster, tells 
simply and graphically of the end of 
that vessel of the air, as far as is 
known. 

Another subject which comes in for 
discussion in this volume is the result 
of the Shenandoah disaster. Events 
of the Los Angeles’ career are told, too. 

Commander Rosendahl tells of the 
first trans-Atlantic flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin and then of the world flight 
which that ship made. 

He traces the trend of airship de- 
velopment all through the book, ex- 
plaining how, by trial and error, the 
final results were achieved in the latest 
ships. 

In conclusion, he discusses the prob- 
lem of airships and their future. Com- 
mander Rosendahl believes within a 
few years the airship will attain its 
definite place in the realm of aerial 
transportation. 





Navy in Air Races 


IVE squadrons of naval planes will

The Langley’s planes par- 
ticipating will be Fighting Plane 
Squadron 3, of 18 planes; and Scout- 
ing Squadron 1, of 9 planes. 

The USS Wright will anchor at Mi- 
ami, and the planes attached to the 
Wright will be moored at nearby 
buoys. These planes, which will par- 
ticipate in tactical exercises, include 
Patrol Squadron 10, of 6 planes; Pa- 
trol Squadron 8, of 6 planes; and Util- 
ity Squadron 2, of 6 planes. 

The squadrons will proceed Jan. 11, 
to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, for par- 
ticipation in Scouting Force gunnery 
exercises, and then will proceed to 
the west coast via the Panama Ca- 
nal for Fleet maneuvers and concen- 
tration.

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Commended by Secretary 


THE Secretary of the Navy has for- 

warded. a letter of commendation to ~ 
Lt. Comdr. Allen R. McCann, USN, 
“for exceptional services in connection 
with the development of a submarine 
rescue chamber.” 

Lieutenant’ Commander McCan 
now commanding the USS Bonita, fleet 
submarine operating with Submarine 
Division 12 at San Diego, supervised. 
the design of the submarine rescue 
chamber, or diving bell, which was 
tested successfully last July in Block 
Island Sound, with the USS S-4, ex- 
perimental submarine. Developed 
over a period of two years, this sub- 
marine rescue chamber, as finally per- 
fected, is capable of being used to re- 
move 18 men at one time from & 
sunken submarine. The New York 
Navy Yard is now manufacturing four 
additional chambers of this type, and 
the Navy will place them and the 
chamber tested in July at each of the 
five naval submarine operating bases. 
The submarine rescue chamber is con 
sidered by the Department as being 
one of the greatest advances in sube 
marine safety ever developed. 

The letter of commendation to Lieu- 
tenant Commander McCann _ notes 
“that through your intelligent applica- 
tion of an intimate knowledge of sub- 
marine material and submarine opera« 
tion, and the various problems in< 
volved in deep sea diving, and through 
great personal risk in subjecting your~ 
self to the dangers of underwater sub 
marine abandonment while in the ex- 
perimental stage, you have contributed 
directly and in large measure to the 
successful development of means ‘or 
rescuing entrapped personnel from 
sunken submarines.” 

The letter continues: “The Depart~ 
ment takes pleasure in commending 
you for your ability and devotion to 
duty as set forth above. Your disre- 
gard of personal safety in the interests 
of the service * * * is in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the naval sere 
vice.”

(Continued from First Page) 
effect which such a move would have 
upon the military efficiency of the 
Corps of Engineers and, consequently, 
upon the defense program of this 
country. 

Senator LaFollette told the Army 
and Navy Journal that he has not yet 
spoken to Senator Metcalf, the chair- 
man of the committee, regarding the 
bill, but that he plans to see him as 
soon as the holiday recess is over and 
to press vigorously for the commence- 
ment of hearings and the conclusion 
of action upon the measure. 

When asked whether or not he had 
talked with the Secretary of War or 
the Chief of Engineers, or given any 
other consideration to the effect his 
bill would have on the military effi- 
ciency of the Corps, Senator LaFol- 
lette replied, “No, I have not, for that 
portion of my bill follows precisely the 
recommendations of the President and 
I naturally assumed that the President, 
before making such a recommendation, 
had given due study and consideration 
to the effect upon national defense and 
the training of the Corps of Engineers. 
However, personally I do not believe 
that it would injure the Army engi- 
neers, but rather it would aid the of- 
ficers in that it would give them 
broader training by working for two 
years at a time with another organiza- 
tion than the Army.” 

Senator Reed, as chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, un- 
doubtedly will take an interest in the 
matter if it should appear that the bill 
will get serious consideration in the 
Senate. Mr. Reed’s deep concern m 
anything affecting national defense is 
well known and it is felt that should 
the movement gain headway, he will 
take steps to safeguard the Army’s in- 
terests. 

The movement recalls several 
former unsuccessful attempts to take 
the civil engineering work from the 
Corps of Engineers and place it under 
political control. Probably the most 
prominent of these efforts was that of 
1923 and 1924, when a joint committee 
of the House and Senate considered 
such proposals but failed to act upon

Engineers to carry on the duties it had 
successfully performed for more than 
a century. 

That committee, which was known as 
the “Joint Committee on thé’ Reorgan- 
ization of the administrative branch of 
the Government,” was composed of the 
following: Senators Reed Smoot, of 
Utah; James W. Wadsworth, jr., of 
New York, and Pat Harrison, of Mis- 
sissippi; and Representatives Carl E. 
Mapes, of Michigan; Henry W. 
Temple, of Pennsylvania, and R. Wal- 
ton Moore, of Virginia. With the ex- 
ception of Messrs. Wadsworth and 
Moore, these men are still members of 
Congress and it is believed that their 
thorough study of the matter at that 
time convinced them of the unwiseness 
of such a move. They will probably, 
thus, form a stop-gap to any hasty ac- 
tion in such a direction. 

Asked this week by the Army and 
Navy Journal for his present views 
on the subject, Representative Mapes 
said that nothing has occurred since 
1924 to change his mind. He still be- 
lieves, he said, that the Corps of En- 
gineers is the proper place for the 
rivers and harbors work. 

Representative Temple says that he 
does not think any such project will 
gain any headway this season. Mr. 
Temple further stated that he has an 
“open mind” on the subject and would 
listen to both sides of the argument, 
should it arise again. He says that 
while it might be preferable to make 
the division he also fully realizes the 
importance of the work to the military 
efficiency of the Corps of Engineers 
and would not want to see anything 
done to hinder Army training. 

Senator Smoot said that he is in 
favor of retaining the work under the 
Corps of Engineers “until something 
better comes along.” He added that 
eventually he hopes to see an entire 
reorganization of departmental work 
and that such a move might properly 
be made at that time. 

Senator Harrison asserts that noth- 
ing has happened since 1924 to change 
his mind. He does not think that any 
such measure will have a chance this 
Congress. It is highly controversial, 
he pointed out, and there are so many 
other pressing matters that he does 
not believe it will get any place. 

It is interesting to recall some of the 

operations of that Joint Commission of 
1924. : 
Due to the intense interest of the 
President in the work of the commit- 
tee, Congress by resolution asked Mr. 
Harding to designate a representative 
to work with the committee. The 
President accordingly appointed Mr. 
Walter F. Brown (now Postmaster 
General), whom the committee in turn 
selected as chairman. 

The President recommended to the 
committee a Department of National 
Defense with all the non-military func- 
tions taken out. In regard to the Corps 
of Engineers the scheme of reorganiza- 
tion suggested by the President and the 
Cabinet at the request of the commit- 
tee recommended that the Board of En- 
gineers for Rivers and Harbors, the 
Board of Engineers for New York City, 
the United States Engineer Offices, the 
Mississippi River Commission, the Cal- 
ifornia Debris Commission, the Board 
of Road Commissioners for Alaska and 
the Office of Public Buildings and 
Grounds all be transferred to the De- 
partment of the Interior, with the De- 
partment of Commerce taking over 
from the Corps of Engineers the Su- 
pervisor of New York Harbor and the 
Lake Survey work. 

The committee gave these recom- 
mendations extended study but choose 
to permit the bulk of the work to re- 
main under the Corps of Engineers, 
which had such a splendid record in its 
conduct. The only recommendations 
concerning the Corps’ work which the 
Joint Committee approved were those 
transferring the Lake Survey to the 
Department of Commerce, the Board of 
Road Commissioners for Alaska to the 
Department of the Interior and creat- 
ing an independent office out of the of- 
fice of Public Buildings and Grounds. 

Maj. Gen. Lansing H. Beach, USA- 
Ret., who was at that time Chief of 
the Corps of Engineers, in testifying 
before that joint committee gave some 
insight into the motives behind the 
movement at that time. 

“The proposal,” General Beach 
said, “to remove river and harbor 
works from the jurisdiction of the 
Corps of Engineers and to establish a 
department of public works has arisen 
from time to time. It took rather con- 
crete form a few years ago, about the 
close of the World War, and, as far as 
can be ascertained, it arose with cer- 
tain civil engineers, engineering firms, 


; and contractors, with a view to the 


creation of an independent department 


_ in which all construction work of the 























Government of every kind should be 
centralized. The object of some of the 
more prominent parties in that move- 
ment was to fix the cost-plus percent- 
age system of contracts-upon Govern- 
ment works, and that idea has not been 
lost by a very large number of people 
still interested in that movement.” 

Senator Smoot then asked, “General, 
do you know in what year that propo- 
sition was advanced by the parties to 
whom you refer?” 

“I have here a statement,” General 
Beach said, “that the Department of 
Public Works Association was organ- 
ized, I think, in the latter part of 1919, 
and I have some data which will show 
the views of the more prominent par- 
ties in that Department of Public 
Works Association.” 

Excerpts from the testimony follow: 

General Beach. The movement to 
establish the cost-plus percentage sys- 
tem of contracts did not arise until 
after the war, and I always felt per- 
sonally that it was a good deal like the 
traditional tiger getting his taste of 
human blood. 

Senator Smoot. I never heard of 
such a thing until the War. 

General Beach. No, sir. Although 
there had been agitation at times and 
among certain parties for a depart- 
ment of public works prior to the war 
and for the transfer of river and her- 
bor works from the Corps of Engi- 
neers before the War, I never heard of 
any connections between the cost-plus 
percentage system of contracts and 
that movement until after the war. 

Senator Smoot. Well, the Govern- 
ment will never adopt it again, in my 
opinion. What is this organization that 
you speak of—a national organization 
or just a few engineers? 

General Beach. There are two or- 
ganizations that have been quite ac- 
tive in regard to this matter. 

Senator Smoot. Well, there are the 
national organizations of engineers? 

General Beach. One was the De- 
partment of Public Works Association. 

Senator Smoot. But that was under 
the American Association of Engi- 
neers ? 

General Beach. No, sir; that was an 
organization by itself. : 

Representative Mapes. Who were 
the leading members of that associa- 
tion? 

General Beach. It was composed 
very largely of different contractors, 
many of whom had been in the cost- 
plus percentage contract work during 
the war, and it was also composed of 
a number of engineers. 

Representative Mapes. 
list of the names there? 

General Beach. I have here a por- 
tion of a paper issued by the National 
Public Works Department Association, 
McLachlen Building, Washington, D. C., 
officers and directors, which I can file 
with the committee. The president is 
M. O. Leighton, and it gives the direc- 
tors and other officials of the associa- 
tion. 

Chairman. General Beach, the argu- 
ment for a department of public works 
has been made here chiefly by three 
men—by General Marshall, who was 
formerly in the Government service; by 
Mr. Bush, an engineer of nation-wide 
reputation, and by the Secretary of 
Commerce. There has been no effort 
made by anybody interested in con- 
tracts, so far as the committee has 
been able to observe, to press their 
views upon the committee. 

General Beach. I am aware of that, 
sir, but at the same time I can state 
that General Marshall, whose name 
you mentioned, is the manager of the 
General Contractors’ Association, with 
headquarters in this city, and I know 
that several very important members 
of that General Contractors’ Associa- 
tion have the idea that if the Depart- 
ment of Public Works is established 
the cost-plus percentage method of 
contracts will be adopted, because con- 
tractors who are members of the asso- 
ciation and some who are not members 
of the association have informed me 
that that is one of the arguments which 
has been made by certain members of 
that organization to induce them to 
join. 

Senator Smoot. Well, General, I feel 
that I am well within the bounds of 
facts when I say that I doubt whether 
you can get a single soul in the Senate 
of the United States to agree with the 
cost-plus contract plan. 

General Beach. I am very glad, in- 
deed, to hear that, Senator, because I 
regard it as a most vicious form of 
contract. 

Senator Smoot. It is wicked; it is 
corrupt. 

Representative Temple. The same 
sentiment is found in the House uni- 
versally, as far as I know.

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{ Text of La Follette Bill 
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THE bill introduced by Senator La 

Follette affecting the work of the 
Corps of Engineers, follows: ; 

S. 2419 

A bill to accelerate public construction 

during the present emergency, to 

provide employment, to create the 

Administration of Public Works, to 

provide for the more effective co- 

ordination and correlation of the pub- 
lic works activities of the Govern- 
ment, and for other purposes: 

Be it enacted, etc., That it is hereby 
declared to be the policy of the Con- 
gress to provide for the more effective 
conduct and administration of Federal 
public works activities; that, during 
the period of emergency hereby recog- 
nized to exist, public works expenditures 
should be largely expanded in order to 
stimulate production and business ac- 
tivity and to alleviate unemployment; 
and that in pursuance of this policy it 
is the desire of Congress that the ex- 
penditure of the emergency funds made 
available by this act shall be governed, 
in the discretion of the administrator 
of public works, provided for in section 
2, by the following considerations: 

(1) facility with which projects may 
be gotten under way at the earliest 
possible date. 

(2) Amount of labor that will be em- 
ployed, directly or indirectly. 

(3) Number and diversity of the in- 
dustries which will be affected, directly 
or indirectly, by said projects. 

(4) Value of the projects to the eco- 
nomic and social welfare of the country. 

(5) Economical administration of the 
work. 

Administration of Public Works 

Sec. 2. (a) There is hereby estab- 
lished at the seat of Government an 
administration of public works, under 
the direction of the administrator of 
public works. The administrator of 
public works shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. He shall receive 
a salary at the rate of $15,000 per an- 
num, and his term and tenure of office 
shall be like that of the heads of the 
executive departments. 

(b) The administrator— 

(1) Shall maintain the principal of- 
fice of the administration of public 
works in the District of Columbia, and 
such other offices in the United States 
as in his judgment are necessary. 

(2) Shall cause a seal of office to be 
made for the administration of public 
works, of such device as the President 
shall approve, and judicial notice shall 
be taken thereof. 

(3) Shall make such rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act. 

(4) Shall make annually, at the close 
of each fiscal year, a report in writing 
to Congress giving an account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by him 
and the administration of public works, 
describing the work done by the ad- 
ministration of public works, and mak- 
ing such recommendations as he shall 
deem necessary. He shall also make 
from time to time such special investi- 
gation and reports as may be required 
of him by the President or either 
House of Congress, or as he himself 
may deem necessary and urgent. 

(5) May appoint and fix the com- 
pensation of such assistant adminis- 
trators and technical and scientific ex- 
perts, and, subject to the provisions of 
the civil service laws, may appoint and, 
in accordance with the classification 
act of 1923, as amended, fix the com- 
pensation of such other officers and 
employees as are necessary to exe- 
cute the functions vested by this act in 
the administrator or the administra- 
tion of public works. 

(6) May make such expenditures 
(including expenditures for personal 
services and rent at the seat of gov- 
ernment and elsewhere, for law books, 
periodicals and books of reference, and 
-for printing and binding) as are neces- 
Sary to execute the functions vested in 
the administrator or in the adminis- 
tration of public works. Such expen- 
ditures shall be allowed and paid upon 
the presentation of itemized vouchers 
aga approved by the administra-

Sec. 3. (a) All authority, powers, 
and duties conferred and imposed by 
law on the secretary of War and the 
Chief of Engineers of the United 
States Army relating to the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors; the pro- 
tection and preservation of navigable 
waters, including the establishment of 
harbor lines and anchorage grounds; 
the issuance and enforcement of regu- 
ations for the use, administration, and

(b) The following-named officers, 
commissions, boards, and branches of 
the public service now under the juris- 
diction of the Department of War, and 
all that pertains to the same, except 
such instrumentalities as are exclu- 
sively or chiefly employed in the con- 
struction of fortifications and other 
works primarily and directly connected 
with the national defense, are hereby 
transferred from the Department of 
War to the Administration of Public 
Works: The Board of Engineers® for 
Rivers and Harbors, the Board of En- 
gineers of New York City, the Office 
of the Supervisor of the Harbor of 
New York, the United States Engineer 
Offices, the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, the California Debris Commis- 
sion, the Board of Road Commission- 
ers for Alaska, the Alaska Telegraph 
and Cable System, Northern and North- 
western Lake Survey, municipal func- 
tions pertaining to the District of Co- 
lumbia, and all other agencies and in- 
strumentalities under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of War which are 
principally employed in the supervision 
or prosecution of engineering works 
or other public works of a non-mili- 
tary character. All officers of the 
United States Army and-or Navy de- 
tailed on the date of the enactment of 
this act to non-military and-or non- 
naval duties having to do with river 
and harbor improvements, the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, and all other 
instrumentalities and functions placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Adminis- 
trator of Public Works by the provi- 
sions of this act shall be detailed by 
the Secretary of War or the Secretary 
of the Navy to continue on such duties 
under the Administration of Public 
Works for such period, not exceeding 
two years, as the administrator may 
find necessary to make gradual trans- 
fer of such functions and instrumen- 
talities to the Administrator of Public 
Works without detriment to the public 
interest. For the purpose of giving to 
the officers of the United States Army 
and-or Navy the broadest possible ex- 
perience in engineering work, such of- 
ficers may, with the consent and ap- 
proval of the Administrator of Public 
Works, be detailed by the Secretary of 
War and-or the Secretary of the Navy, 
to temporary duty in the Administra- 
tion of Public Works, and they shall be 
assigned by the Administrator to such 
duties as he shall, after consultation 
with the Secretary of War and-or the 
Secretary of the Navy, deem best 
adapted to the purposes of such de- 
tail; and all such officers shall retain 
their military or naval rank and suc- 
cession, and receive the compensation, 
commutation, and emoluments provided 
by law in the case of officers of the 
Same rank not detached from the regu- 
lar service. 

(c) The Reclamation Service, and all 
that pertains to the same, is hereby 
transferred from the Interior Depart- 
ment to the Administration of Public 
Works, 

(d) The office of the Supervising 
Architect, and all that pertains to the 
Same, is hereby transferred from the 
Department of the Treasury to the 
Administration of Public Works. 

(e) The Bureau of Public Roads, and 
all that pertains to the same, is here- 
by transferred from the Department 
of Agriculture to the Administration 
of Public Works. 

Sec. 4. For the purposes of this act— 

(1) All the officers and employees 
employed in or under the jurisdiction - 
of any bureau, office, or branch of the 
public service which is by this act 
transferred to or included in the Ad- 
ministration of Public Works, or em- 
ployed in the exercise of any function

(4) All laws prescribing the work 
and defining the functions of any such 
bureau, office, or branch of the public 
service shall, so far as the same are 
not in conflict with or modified by the 
provisions of this act, remain in full 
force and effect until otherwise pro- 
vided by law. 

(5) All authority, powers, and du- 
ties now held, exercised, and performed 
by the head of any executive depart- 
ment in and over any bureau, office, 
officer, or branch of the public service, 
or in respect of any function trans- 
ferred to the administration of public 
works under this act, or in or over any 
business arising therefrom or pertain- 
ing thereto, or in relations to the du- 
ties performed by or the authority con- 
ferred by law upon such bureau, office, 
officer, or branch of the public service, 
whether of an appellate or revisory 
character or otherwise, shall be vested 
in and exercised and performed by the 
administrator. 

(6) All contracts or agreements law- 
fully entered into before this act takes 
effect, by any such bureau, office, of- 
ficer, or branch of the public service, 
shall be assumed and carried out by 
the administrator. 

(7) All orders, rules, regulations, 
and privileges which have been issued 
or granted by any such bureau, office, 
officer, or branch of the public service, 
shall continue in effect as if this act 
had not been enacted, until modified, 
superseded or, repealed by the admin- 
istrator. 

(8) The administrator shall have 
charge, in the buildings and premises 
occupied by or assigned to the admin- 
istration of public works, of the li- 
brary, fixtures, records, and other 
property pertaining to it or hereafter 
acquired for use in its business. Until 
other quarters are provided, the ad- 
ministration of public works may oc- 
cupy any buildings or premises now 
occupied by any bureau, office, or 
branch of the public service which is 
by this act transferred to or included 
in the administration of public works. 

Sec. 5. The Administrator of Public 
Works is hereby given power and au- 
thority to make, subject to the approval 
of the President, such changes in the 
organization of the bureaus, offices, or 
other branches of the public service by 
this act transferred to or included in 
the administration of public works, as 
may be essential to economical and 
effective administration, and he is 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
reorganize or consolidate, with the ap- 
proval of the President, any of the bu- 
reaus, offices, or other branches of the 
public service under his jurisdiction, 
and to set up such divisions, offices, 
and districts as may be required to 
carry out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 6. It is hereby declared to be 
the intent of Congress that the admin- 
istration of public works shall aid, so 
far as practicable, in coordinating the 
work of other Federal construction 
agencies. To that end any specified 
engineering, architectural, or construc- 
tion project authorized to be prosecuted 
by and under the direction of any gov- 
ernmental agency other than those in- 
cluded in the administration of public 
works may, by Executive order, be 
transferred to the administration of 
public works, and shall thereupon be 
prosecuted by it, and reimbursement 
shall be made therefor py transfer of 
appropriated moneys in the manner 
provided by law, except that the ad- 
ministration of public works shall de- 
sign and construct such public works 
in conformity with the requirements of 
the agencies which the administration 
of public works may be serving. 

(The remainder of the bill details 
the methods of raising the funds 
through a “Prosperity Bond Issue,” 
taxation, ete., and ways of expending 





it on public construction, including 
cooperation with States.) 


Open Radio Line 

AN event of considerable importance 

took place Wednesday of this 
week with the opening or the radio 
telephone service between this coun- 
try and Hawaii. A large group of 
notables, including the Secretary of 
the Interior, Ray Lyman Wilbur, and 
Army and Navy officers took part in 


the ceremony involved in the first 
communication over the new line, 
talking between Washington and 
Honolulu. 


The conversation took place between 
the office of the Secretary of the In- 
terior and the throne room of Hawaii’s 
capitol, formerly the palace of Ha- 
waiian kings and queens. 

Secretary Wilbur opened the con- 


by greeting Governor Lawrence M. 
Judd, of Hawaii, at 10:30 in the morn- 
ing, Hawaiian time. 

Taking part in the ceremony in 
Washington were Maj. Gen. Charles 
McK Saltzman, USA, ret., chairman of 
the Federal Radio Commission; Maj. 
Gen. J. G. Harbord, USA, cet., chair- 
man of the Board of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, and T. G. Miller, 
vice president of the American Tele- 
graph & Telephone Company. 

In Honolulu, Rear Adm. Yates Stir- 
ling, Jr., commandant of the Four- 
teenth Naval District; Maj. Gen. Bri- 
ant H. Wells, commanding the Hawai- 
ian Department of the Army; Princess 
Kawananakoa and J. A. Balch, presi- 
dent of the Mutual Telepiione Com- 
pany of Hawaii, assisted Governor 
Judd. 

The- military and naval importance 
of the opening of this channel of com- 
munication cannot be overestimated, 
it was pointed out. Swift, efficient, 
person to person communication 
might, in time of emergency, prove 
of incalculable value to the services 
of the United States. 

A third group of officials, in San 
Francisco listening in, continued the 
conversation where the Washington 
group left off, and following the for- 
mal opening of the line and the con- 
clusion of the greetings, the lines 
were put into commercial operation. 

The first business call was made 
from Honolulu, when former Gover- 
nor Wallace R. Farrington called 
James A. Farrell, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, in 
New York. 

A feature of the Washington cere- 
mony was the conversation between 
William R. Castle, Jr., Under-Secre- 
tary of State, and his father, the lat- 
ter in Hawaii. 

Taking part in the ceremony in 
Washington was Lloyd Espenschied, 
a radio engineer of the telephone 
company. Mr. Espenschied, 16 years 
ago, while in Honolulu, heard a hu- 
man voice for the first time trans- 
mitted between Washington, Paris 
and Honolulu, the result of extensive 
experimentation in radio communica- 
tion between the Arlington Radio Sta- 
tion and a station set up on the Eifel 
tower in Paris.

(THE following dispatches from Brig.

Financial Digest 


| SEEKING reagons for the abrupt 
advance in the stock market last 
week due emphasis should be placed 
upon the statements of Thomas W. 
Lamont before the Senate Finance 
Committee, particularly his expres- 
sions on the German short term credits, 
according to information from E. A. 
Pierce and Co. What Mr. Lamont 
said should definitely allay the long 
established fear that this situation con- 
stituted a menace to American banking 
institutions. Another factor back of 
the market was the statement from 
Washington emphatieally denying re- 
ports of early abandonment of the 
gold standard by the United States. 
Still another most helpful develop- 
ment was the strength in the bond 
market, which immediately followed 
reports that effective buying support 
would be rendered there. There are 
also signs of institutional buying of 
heavily depreciated bonds. Undoubt- 
edly, there has been a measurable 
change in sentiment as if to indicate 
that funds long idle through fear or 
for other reasons were finally being 
tempted into the securities market to 
take advantage of the exceptionally 
low prices prevailing for fixed income 
securities which by all ordinary tests 
have been, and still are, for that mat- 
ter, selling at exceptionally attractive 


prices . 


Qualification in Arms 


N view of the fact that the replace- 

ment of the Browning machine-rifle 
by the Browning air-cooled machine 
gun (Cavalry), will not be completed 
until Jan. 1, 1932, and because of the 
additional fact that preparation of 
firing regulations for this weapon has 
not been completed, the War Depart- 
ment desires that there be no further 
firing for qualification with the Brown- 
ing air-cooled machine gun, .30 cali- 
ber, M1919, E-1, nor with the Brown- 
ing machine-rifle during the remainder 
oof the F. Y. 1932. 

“The ammunition allowance,” a let- 
ter from The Adjutant General an- 
nounces, “now prescribed by AR 775- 
10, Section II, paragraph 13 b (3), in 
so far as it relates to Cavalry person- 
nel, will be used for the purpose au- 
thorized by paragraph 13 b (9). This 
amount will not exceed 965 rounds 
per each active light machine gun. 

“A sufficient amount of this total 
ammunition will be judiciously used 
by troop commanders for instruction 
personnel in the functioning and oper- 
ation of htis new weapon; the re- 
mainder to be expended in musketry 
and combat exercises. The provisions 
of TR 240-20, in so far as they may 
apply, will serve as a guide in the 
conduct of the latter.”

Morale, 
meaning feeling fit and ambitious, ap- 
pears to me to be dependent upon 
pride and interest in the job and in the 
organization for the job, in other words, 
esprit-dé-corps. 

My personal experience in handling 
people has convinced me of three things. 
First, they are as good as you tell 
them they are—and no better. Second, 
their energy will last as long as they 
can be kept interested—and no longer. 
Third, they will perform any duty ex-

Patents Granted 





AMONG patents issued recently, are 
three which may be of some in- 
terest to members of the services. One 
of these is a radio compass system, an- 
other a photoelectric tube, and the last 
an aircraft including a differential 
aileron control system. 

Aircraft—In an aircraft having an 
aerofoil, the combination of ailerons in 
hinged connection with said aerofoil 
and control means for said ailerons, 
said control means comprising a pair 
of rock shafts disposed in the aerofoil 
medailly of its span, an operating ele- 
ment in connection with said shafts 
and adapted upon manipulation to rock 
said shafts in the same direction, a 
lever arm on each of said shafts, a two- 
armed lever in the aerofoil spaced out- 
wardly from each of said shafts, a rigid 
member connection each of said rock 
shaft lever arms with an arm of the 
adjacent two-armed lever, and an ope- 
rating train between each of said two- 
armed levers and the adjacent aileron, 
said trains including flexible members 
in connection with each arm of the 
two-armed levers. 

Photoelectric Tube—A method of 
providing a light sensitive surface on 
a cathode of a photoelectric tube which 


consists of depositing an alkali metal | 


on the cathode, and subsequently ad- 
mitting oxygen to the tube to oxidize 
said metal, and expelling the excess of 
said metal. 

Radio Compass System—lIn a radio 
signaling system, two receiving appar- 
atus, each having an independent an- 
tenna, a light source adapted to be il- 
luminated by reception of signal energy 
by one apparatus, and means con- 
trolled by the other apparatus for af- 
fecting light rays from said source ac- 
cording to received signal energy. 
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actly in proportion to the seriousness, 
or pomp, with which they are put on 
the duty—and no better. 

For the sake of argument, I will state 

that esprit-de-corps is a vital element 
to morale. 
: We have had some sporadic efforts at 
inculcating esprit-de-corps, in the form 
of regimental insignia, ribbons on the 
colors, fancy uniforms for color ser- 
geants and bandsmen, organization 
days, etc., and in every one of these 
the basic idea was to stir up at least 
a knowledge, possibly an interest, and 
some pride in the history of the organ- 
ization. 

In other words, tell them how good 
the outfit has always been, dress them 
up in proportion, and keep them in- 
terested. 

All this had to have a counter irri- 
tant, however, or they might really get 
to going well. Some counter irritants 
are necessary evils, like guarding pris- 
oners, officer-of-the-guard tours, and 
Sunday stables, but some seem so un- 
necessary. Here’s my particular howl. 

Admitted that it is necessary to de- 
mobilize a band at a post having two 
regiments, both with bands, is it good 
psychology to choose the older regi- 
ment, older by sixty years and four 
real wars, in addition to its Indian 
Campaign history, of which latter the 
other regiment had none? 

Recently the papers were full of 
“Mechanizing the Cavalry,” one maga- 
zine carried lurid pictures of a soldier 
maneuvering a motorcycle with one 
hand and firing a machine gun (water- 
cooled, too) with the other in “Uncle 
Sam’s Sixty - Mile - an- Hour Cavalry.” 
Maybe so, maybe so! Then in the 
caim columns of the Army and Navy 
Journal we are informed that one regi- 
ment of Cavalry is to be gas-propelled, 
and that that one regiment is to be 
the First Cavalry. This would lead 
the uninitiated to believe that the fol- 
lowing week the Second Cavalry would 
0 to gas,” then how surprised Wash- 
ington would be a month later to see 
the Third still on horses. So much for 
general impressions. 

Admitted that it is necessary to 
mechanize one regiment, is it good psy- 
chology to choose the oldest one in the 
Army, one that has a hundred years 
of mounted history? .

THE “REGULAR” VETERAN 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

I READ a great deal in the Journal 

about relief for World War vet- 
erans, and find the Journal a great 
champion for the cause of soldiers and 
veterans alike, but there is one class 
of veteran whose cause I have never 
seen anyone champion and that is the 
war veteran that is still in the Army. 
I mean the old regular that had sev- 
eral years service prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
war and was not fortunate enough to 
receive a commission—the old regular 
who formed the backbone of the war- 
time Army. 

The enlisted men who held commis- 
sions are provided for through high 
enlisted grades and retirement; the 
ones that were practically disabled in 
the war were provided for through the 
Veterans Bureau by receiving substan- 
tial pensions. 

But no thought seems to have been 
given the veteran who had given sev- 
eral years of his life to the military 
service prior to the United States en- 
trance into the war, served through 
the war as the non-commissioned back- 
bone of the Army, and found upon the 
demobilization that they had been in 
the military service so long that they 
were unfit for anything but military 
service, and rather than become a bur- 
reentered the 
Army to make it their life’s vocation, 
with hopes that they would not be for- 








| gotten by the veterans organizations 





and the legislative bodies in giving 
relief to veterans—and we are still 
hoping. 

About 15 per cent of them reached 
the higher enlisted grades before the 
ex-commissions started reenlisting and 
getting the higher grades. A few have 
succeeded in attaining the higher 
grades since then, upon nearing the 
time for their retirement, but about 
70 per cent of them find themselves

years in the Army. Their hardships 
shelved after spending from 15 to 25 
of the war have begun to tell on them 
and they find that, with all of their 
experience, ilicy are unable to compete 
either physically or mentally with the 
young men that have entered the serv- 
ice in the last eight years and are 
making it their life vocation (and phy- 
sically ability is what counts in the 
present Army); about 60 per cent of 
them find themselves physically un- 
able to do any kind of hard military 
service and their only alternative is 
to throw themselves on the mercy of 
their officers to keep them in the serv- 
ice with their physical defects brought 
on by the hardships of war, or take 
their chances of a disability discharge 
and applying for a pension and receiv- 
ing from $12.00 to $72.00 per month, 
according to the percent of disability 
granted. : 

No more consideration is given one 
of these men because their disability 
is caused by the hardships of the war, 
than for the man who has only a few 
months service in the Army, so those 
old men hang on by the skin of their 
teeth, saying nothing, hoping for a 
break in their favor soon. 

The veterans of the Spanish War, 
who elected to stay in the Army after 
that conflict ended, received double 
service for retirement for all foreign 
service for a period of about 14 years 
after that conflict ended, which gave 
thousands of them retirement with 
less than 20 years service and none of 
them had to serve over 26 years for 
retirement. Now, there are a _ few 
thousand men in the lower enlisted 
grades who have from 1€ to 25 years 
service, hoping for a break to come 
their way before they are forced to 
accept a disability discharge with a 
small pension before they can hold out 
for the 30 years service for retirement. 

While our national legislators are 
considering legislation for the relief 
worthy 
measure, and one that would be ap- 
preciated by a few old battle scarred 
backbones of our war-time Army, 
would read like this: 

“Veterans of the World War who still 
remain in the service of the United 
States Army, will upon their own ap- 
plication be given a medical examina- 
tion by a board of Army medical of- 
ficers appointed by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, and if found phys- 
ically disabled to perform any and all 
military service, field and garrison, 
shall be retired from the service on a 
surgeon’s certificate of disability in 
line of duty and shall receive compen- 
sation as follows: if he has served over 
16 years and less than 22 years he 
shall receive one hundred dollars ($100) 
per month for the remainder of his life, 
and if he has served over 22 years he 
shall receive the retired pay and al- 
lowances of the first grade (master 
sergeant) for the remainder of his 
life. 

“And upon the aeath of any man 
retired under this act his dependants 
(wife, children under 16 years of age) 
shall receive the same compensation 
and allowances as soldiers’ dependents 
that. die while in the regular active 
service.” 

An act like this passed by the Con- 
gress and Senate would not be expen- 
sive and would be a great help to a 
few men who have given their lives 
to their country and has not been pro- 
vided for-by other legislation.

Unified Defense Department 


PROPOSALS for the consolidation of 

the War and Navy Departments 
into a single National Defense Depart- 
ment will be pushed in Congress this 
session, Representatives Williamson 
and Curry, both of whom have intro- 
duced bills in the House for this pur- 
pose, told the Army and Navy Journal 
this week. 

Both of these bills advocate the ad- 
ministration of a national defense de- 
partment by a civilian secretary, be- 
neath whom would be three under- 
secretaries, one for the Army, one for 
the Navy and one for an Air Force. 
A separate Air Force is a feature of 
both bills. Representative Williamson 
and Representative Curry both believe 
that the present air forces of the 
United States are inadequate and that 
their proposals would greatly strength- 
en our air defenses. In addition, they 
believe that greater efficiency and 
economy would result from the estab- 
lishment of a single department and a 
separate air force. 

Representative William Williamson 
(Rep.), of Rapid City, N. D., told the 
Journal that he had discussed the bill 
that he has introduced to create a De- 
partment of National Defense with the

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Dept. of National Defense 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
new Chairman of the Committee on 
Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments to which the bill has been refer- 
red. He also stated that hearings on 
the measure will be held shortly. 

Representative Williamson believes 
that many advantages would result 
from the creation of such a depart- 
ment, one of which he cites is the omis- 
sion of many duplications, with re- 
sultant economy. He also believes that 
aviation, as it is now incorporated the 
Army and the Navy, does not receive 
as much emphasis as it deserves. He 
asserts that the establishment of a 
separate air force would result in a 
stronger force, and he calls attention 
to the use of airplanes by the Japanese 
in the Sino-Japanese dispute, where, 
he says, the Chinese troops are at the 
mercy of their opponents. 

He believes that aviation is of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant its being 
placed on equal basis with the Army 
and Navy. He stated that the present 
air force of this country is not ade- 
quate to insure protection against the 
possibility of attacks from the air. 

Mr. Williamson would give the 
President the power to direct the or- 
ganization of the proposed Department. 
His bill does not attempt to deal with 
the detail of such organization. The 
details of the necessary cooperation 
between the proposed separate air 
force and other units of defense could 
be worked out by the President, or an 
organization committee, he said. 

There is a great deal of opposition 
at the present time to the measure, 
Mr. Williamson stated, but he intends 
to push the matter in hopes of reduc- 
ing the opposition to a point where 
there is a chance for the enactment of 
the bill. 

Representative C. F. Curry, (Rep.), 
of Sacramento, Calif., said that he be- 
lieved the creation of a Department 
of National Defense would result in 
an increase of economy and efficiency. 
Mr. Curry also stated that, in his 
opinion, aviation would prove to be the 
deciding factor in the event of another 
war, and for that reason the air de- 
fenses of the United States should be 
both larger and stronger. The bill, 
which Mr. Curry has introduced, is 
identical with the one introduced by 
his father over a period of years. 

Mr. Curry stated that he intends to 
push the measure, but that as yet no 
time has been set for hearings before 
the Military Affairs Committee. 

The problem of supply would be 
greatly simplified by consolidation, Mr. 
Curry stated, in the establishment of 
a Department of National Defense, 
for procurement could be unified. 

Mr. Curry said that only one objec- 
tion had been offered in regard to the 
proposed measure, which was that 
units function better under separate 
command. He said, however, that he 
did not believe the objection could be 
sustained. 

Under his plan, Air Force units 
needed to cooperate with the Army and 
Navy would be detached, and placed 
under the command in which they were 
to be used, he said. 

In view of the fact that the question 
of the advisability of establishing a 
department of national defense and a 
separate air force is not a new one, 
it seems timely to review the hearings 
held on the same subject before the 
House Military Affairs Committee in 
1926. At that time exhaustive research 
and examination of witnesses were 
gone into thoroughly. 

The report of the Lampert Commit- 
tee, appointed by the Speaker of the 
House to inquire into the operations of 
the United States Air Services, advo- 
cated among its cther recommendat- 
ions: (22) That the Air Services of 
both the Army and the Navy should at 
once be adequately represented on the 
General Staff of the Army and the Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy by members 
who will firmly support the full and 
complete use of Army and Navy avia- 
tion for the defense of the country. 

(23) That there be established .a 
single department of national defense, 
headed by a civilian secretary, speci- 
ally charged with the coordination of 
the defenses of the country. 

Mr. Hill, of Maryland, who intro- 
duced a bill providing for a department 
of national defense, stated before the 
committee, “* * * I think, while we 
are going into this matter, we ought 
to take what President Harding rec- 
ommended as the best solution of any, 
and have one unified department of 
defense.” 

Secretary of War Davis, who testi- 
fied, told the Committee members that 
the proposal had both advantages and 
disadvantages. He said: “In the first 






place, it wotld organize a department 
which, from an administrative stand- 
point, would be very difficult ‘to han- 
dle. * * * A civilian coming into the 
position of Secretary of War or Sec- 
retary of the Navy, if he has not had 
some previous military experience, I 
should think would be very seriously 
handicapped at the beginning of his 
term by not knowing, really, about the 
military problems that are brought up 
to him for decision. * * * I think you 
will at least double the difficulties of 
the civilian head of the department, 
and I thirik one danger of that is you 
would mote or less cause him to rely 
even more than he does at present upon 
his professional advisers, and I am a 
firm believer in the idea of having a 
civilian head. * * *” Secretary Davis 
then went on to explain that another 
disadvantage would result from the 
necessity of a military staff, a naval 
staff, and probably a staff for air. In 
addition, he pointed out, it would in 
all probability be necessary to create 
a superstaff made up of men familiar 
with all three branches. He pointed 
out that men spend 30 to 40 years 
some times learning staff duty for one 
branch, and that it would be asking a 
great deal for a man to have the quali- 
fications necessary for a _ super-staff. 

Secretary Davis stated that the orig- 
inal creation of a separate War and 
Navy Department was brought about 
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in 1798, because it was felt that one 
man was incapable of handling both, 
and that was at a time when the Navy 
was very small. 

Secretary Davis said that no country 
that he knew of, having a large army 
and navy had established a single de- 
partment, he also pointed out that 
while some duplication and overlapping 
of functions did occur between the 
Army and Navy, cooperation and co- 
ordination had eliminated a great deal 
of this. 

General Patrick, then Chief of the 
Air Corps, in reply to a question by 
Mr. James, stated: “I believe the time 
is certainly going to come when we 
should have a department of national 
defense. I do not think anyone knows 
at present precisely what that would 
mean nor how it would be administered. 
I am thoroughly in favor of it myself, 
but I think that there should be a con- 
siderable period of study given in order 
to ascertain just how it would work.” 

Representative LaGuardia, of New 
York, told the committee: “Now, if 
we have the courage and vision to re- 
port out the national defense bill, with 
one department coordinating the three 
branches of the Government—Army, 
Navy, and Air—our troubles would 
cease. We would get greater efficiency 
and could exercise more economy.”

Conner follows, revealing his stand 
against a change in War and Navy 
administration: 

Mr. Furlow: As I understand it, the 
General Staff takes the stand there is 
no need for greater coordination in a 
legislative way; there is no need for 
further legislation? 

General Conner: That is my view, 
that there is no need for further leg- 
islation other than such simple mat- 
ters as are covered in the legislation 
presented as a result of the Morrow 
Board. 

Mr. Furlow: Leaving the Air Serv- 
ice out of it entirely, can you see any- 
thing to be gained by having a secre- 
tary of national defense with an Un- 
der-secretary for War and Navy and 
leaving the Air Service out of it en- 
tirely? 

General Conner: No sir; I can not 
see any material gain. I think the 
disadvantages outweigh the advan- 
tages. I think if you create such a de- 
partment, you would have to create 
for the secretary an elaborate staff. I 
think it would add an unnecessary link 
in the administration. I do not be- 
lieve any possible advantages would 
weigh in the scale at all, as against 
the disadvantages of it. The Army and 
the Navy have distinctly different mis- 
sions; they operate in distinctly differ- 
ent ways and it seems to me that they 
operate very well as at present.
